(Diocese of Harbor Grace excluded), for the year 
ended 31st December, 1903. 



To His Excellency Sir Cavkndish Boyle, K,C,M.G*, 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief in and over the 
Island of Newfoundland and its Dependencies, 

May it Please Your Excellency, — 

To receive this my fifth annual report of the schools > under my' 
superintendence. 

The report is divided into three parts. Part I gives a summary of 
the work of the year, together with remarks on subjects of general 
educational interest. In part II will be found the usual statistical 
tables, and pai;t III contains my notes. on visitation and inspection. 
The appendices at the end of part III contain extracts from the Edu- 
cation Act, 1903, the report on the Teachers' Pension Fund, and, the 
names of the members of the Catholic Boards of Education. 

STATISTICAL TABLES. 
It gives me pleasure to report many substantial increases on pre- 
vious year's work. As increases have been reported upon from year 
to year, I propose comparing a few of the more important figures with 
those of five years ago, when I had the honor of submitting my first 
report. These figures, encouraging as they are, would be somewhat 
increased if I were able to submit the statistical returns of each and 
every one of the schools (graded and ungraded) which were in opera- 
tion during the year. I invariably find that uncertificated teachers are 
very lax in forwarding school returns. This laxness is due to incom- 
petence, carelessness, or ignorance, and is, I suppose, only what one 
may expect when persons unsuited for teachers are epiployed as such. 
I do not recommend the employment of ungraded teachers, but in some 
localities, circumstances are such, and the salaries paid are so very 
small, that the services of certificated teachers are very difficult to 
•secure, and, in consequence, the best of the worst must be taken, and 
the uncertificated teacher is engaged ; on the principle, I presume that 
even a poor school is better than none at all, or, to speak metaphori- 
cally, ** a half loaf is better than no bread." 
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Number in ATTENDANCK~The total number of pupils enrolled 
during the year, as per natistic* in Part 11, was 9,837— an increase of 
507 on previous year, and an increase of 1,465 iu five years. Beside 
the above figures, we may alUw, at a low estimate, 150 as the miinber 
of pupils not returned This wottld give n^ 9.9S7 children in our pub- 
lic schools. Add to this the i So girls attending the Mercy Convent, 
Military Road, and the 325 CathoHc children attending private schools 
in SL* John's* we find a total of 10,492 attending school. This iseqnal 
to about 20 p.c. or one in every 495 of the Catholic p<3pulation of the 
Colony, excluding the diocese c*f Harbor Grace. Within the ecclesias- 
tical boundaries of the Catholic dioceses of St. John's and St George's, 
the mimber of children, of all religious denominations, between the 
ages of five and fifteen, is 23,790. Of Uieset approximately 12,050 are 
Catholics, which leaves us with practically r.558 Catholic children, i.e_ 
12,92 per cent, (exclnding those in the diocese of Harbor Grace) who 
have no school advantages whatever, That such a number of children 
should he without a chance of getting even a rudimentary education is 
undoubtedly most unfortunate, and a matter that is to be deeply de- 
plored* But that such Is the case is to be attributed, in a great mea- ^ 
sure, to the patents practically cutting themselves and their children off 
from civilization, by going to live in mrist out-of'the-way and isolated 
places. When one learns that the population mentioned above is scat- 
tered among 593 settlements, and that among this unmber there are

one will realize the great difficulty in the way of supplying the child- 
ren of these settlements with school advantages. Bearing in raind 
these difficnlties, and taking into account that the amount of money 
granted for education is not by any means larger the results achie- 
ved during the past year are certainly most gratifying, and the 
Boards of Education interested are deserving of great credit for ac^ 
complishing so much with such a eoraparatively small expenditure. 

The total education grant for the Island of Newfoundland isgiSy,- 
824.12, or 85Cts, per capita of populatiou, and within my superintend- 
ence one in every 4.95 of the Catholic population attends schooL In 
Nova Scotia, where they have an educational expenditure of $936,- 
438.30, or $2.03 per capita of population, one in every 4 65 of the pop; 
ulation attends school. In New Brunswick the educational expendi- 
ture is $629,991. o3j or $1.90 per capita of population, and one in every 
5.59 of the population attends school. 

The above figures show the fallacy of the arguments of those who 
maintain that the undenominational system is cheaper, and that schools 
under such a system would benefit a greater number of children than 
those under the present denominational system. Give us even half of 



the per capita graut of Nova Scotia, and then see how many chiidreii 
will he left nnprovided for educationally. 

Average QuakterIhY Enrolmhkt — The average number of pupilp 
registered each quarter was 7797, an increase of 231 on last year, and 
an increase of S34 in five years. 

Average Daily Attendance — ^Xhe average daily attendance was 
,S,675, an increase ot 888 in five years. While it is encouraging to find 
that the attendance has improved in regularity within the last five 
yearSj yet^ in comparison with the number enrolled, the average daily 
attendance is not as good as it should be. Irregular attendance has 
been and is a crying evil in this country, due in many instances to in- 
difference o^u the part of parents, and still more so, perhaps, l>ecaiise of 
the fact that so many children are kept from school, not only on the 
most trivial excuses, but alno to do work of, in many cases, a most ex- 
acting and laborious kind. The number of children all over the coun- 
try, nnder fourteen years of age, who labor on wharves and flakes, in 
fishing punts, and digging in gardens, is appalling. We readj with a 
shudder, of 

CHILD tABOR 

and its horrible results iu the big factories of some of the States ; we 
pity the children of China, and we have sympathized with the negroes 
of the Southern States, on reading of their having been goaded under 
the whip of a severe master. But the custom of this country has so fam- 
iliarized us with children of tender years goihg fishing iu the early 
morning, when nature demanded they should be iu bed; with children 
overburdened with barrow^s of fish, and sweltering on a hot summer's 
day with bent backs *'yaffling" fish od a flake, or working with a 
hoe, that it would come as quite a surprise to us were we told that child 
slavery exists iu Newfoundland. But it does exist, and when once a 
child is set to work at any of the labors mentioned above, and prema- 
turely made a man or woman of, the *'boss/' he he even a parent or 
guardian, too frequently forgets that the child is unable to do an adult's 
work, and overburdens him with tasks that cannot but hurt him phy- 
sically, if not seriously injure him for Hfe, not to speak of crushing him 
mentally and fobbing him of those precious years which are his by every 
right, and in which his mental and physical faculties should be devel- 
oped and strengthened, instead of being crushed and crippled. I admit 
that custom and ignorance are very often at the bottom of the trouble, 
and one would find many instances of humane and kind parents who 
really do not realise the great injury they are doing their child 
by making him do such laborious work for the sake of a few cents, or at 
best for a miserable pittance. But even to such parents it would per- 
haps be in order to bring home to their minds the awful responsibility 
that rests upon them to bring up their children as near perfect men 
and women as possible, even physically as well as morally and mentally.

I would therefore advocate that the Legislature come to the rescue of 
these little ones who are unable to speak for themselves, and pass a 
law that no child, under twelve years of age at least, be permitted to 
engage in certain kinds of labor. Such legislation would benefit the 
rising generation, mentally and physically; it would materially increase 
the school attendance, and would contribute in many ways towards 
the betterment and advancement of our people. 

ToTAi. Attendances — The total number of attendances made by 
all pupils attending school was 2,062,044. The total number of attend- 
ances made by pupils attending Board schools for year closed was 
1,089,739 — an increase of 139,571 in five years. 

Number of School Sessions — ^The number of school sessions was 
49.747 — an increase of 4,059 on previous year. 

Percentage of Average Attendance — The percentage of aver- 
age attendance, as compared with average quarterly enrolment, was 
72. 78 — an increase of 4.03 in five years. 

Schools — Within my supervision 152 schools were in operation 
during the past year — an increase of two on previous year, and an in- 
crease of twelve in five years. 

FINANCIAI,. 

Since the coming into force of the *' Education Act, 1903,'' the 
Education Grant now authorized by statute is $185,324.12. By adding 
to this amount the '* Extra Grant** of $1,000,00, and the Grant of $1,- 
500.00 for contingencies, we obtain a total grant of $187,824.12 for all 
services for education. ' The said grant is made up as follows :

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Boards — The amounts apportioned to the different Boards, for the 
year, ended 30th June, 1903, will be found under their respective head- 
ings in part III of this report. During the last session of the Legisla- 
ture, an additional vote of $10,000.00 was given for education. This 
addition was a most welcome one, and I feel perfectly safe in saying 
that the amount of good done by it, for the country generally, amply 
justified the expenditure. Of the said sum $7,000.00 were specially 
and specifically granted for the outports, and were, in due course, al- 
lotted among the various outport Boards, according to population. The . 
remainder ($3,000.00) was added to the vote for Augmentation of 
Teachers* Salaries. How necessary this addition was to the grant 
named will, I trust, be readily seen by reference to my remarks below 
on the Augmentation Grant. 

After deducting from the Grant to Boards ($37,157.82) the sum of 
$6,607.29 for convents, academies, etc., $30,550.53 are left to be allo- 
cated among the different Boards of Education per capita of population. 
The sum of $9,976.30 goes to the Harbor Grace diocese, and $20,574.23 
are apportioned among the Boards in the diocese of St. John's and St. 
George's, as follows :

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Higher Eeucation Grant — Foiir' schools under my supervision 
shared in this grant, namely : Placentia superior school, $i8o ; St. 
Mary's superiof school, $i6o ; St. Michael's superior school, Torbay, 
$180/ Bell Island superior school, $170 — making a total of $690. 

Encouragement of Teachers — This grant has been amalgama- 
ted with the supplemental grant (vide appendix B, Report, 1902), and 
both together are now known as the Augmentation Grant. 

Augmentation Grant — The amount voted- was $9,637.77 ; the 
amount required to satisfy teachers' claims was $12,341.50. Even 
after the transferring of all balances to the credit of other grants, the 
grant was $2,489.07 short of the amount necessary to meet demands. 
By an arrangement (with the consent of the Auditor General) made 
with H.M. Government, the sum necessary to meet the claims of all 
teachers was taken out of the vote for 1903-4, with the understanding 
that the deficiency thus caused in the vote named would be made good 
by a special vote at the coming session of the Legislature. Thanks are 
due both H.M. Government and the Auditor General for the kindly- 
interest they evinced in having the teachers paid in full, and for their 
kindness in arranging matters so that the teachers would receive in 
full the already too small stipend allowed them. 

Extra Grant — ^The Catholic share of the $1,000, voted under 
this heading, is used to provide retiring allowances for five teachers. 
A small balance was left, which was placed to the credit of the Gene- 
ral Grant. 

Poor Districts' Grant — This amount is apportioned among the 
two Bishops, according to the population of their respective dioceses,

Pupii. Teachers' Grant — Twenty pupil teachers availed them- 
selves of the advantages of this grant for the year closed — nine males 
and eleven females. Fourteen have passed examinations of the Coun- 
cil of Higher Education, eight having won diplomas in the Intermediate 
Grade.

Salaries and Teachers — This, the salary question — the paying 
of better salaries to our teachers — js a question that deserves more than 
a smiling or passing notice ; it is a question intimately connected with 
the Colony's welfare and advancement, both educational and other- 
wise. A country may possess a most perfect and ideal educationa- 
system — it may have a most searching and thoro system of superinl 
tendence and inspection — it may have enthusiastic and zealous educa- 
tionalists among its public men — but, unless it has good teachers, all 
its other educational excellences will be productive of but barren re- 
sults. And it is very, very difficult to obtain good teachers, unless 
*'good money*' is given in return, and it is more difficult to keep the 
best and ablest teachers in the profession, unless they are given * 'living 
wages.'* This is no theoretical probability — it is a plain fact, that 
comes under our notice every day — the best and afelest of our teachers, 
with exceptionally few exceptions, leave the profession, after very few 
years* service, for some other calling, and use '* teaching " as a slep- 
ping-stone to some better-paid employment. This is a matter that 
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very deeply concerns, the people of Newfoundland, and, until such 
time as the people decide on paying their teachers better, the educatioD 
of the people must suffer. 

Pension Fund Report— In Appendix A will be found the report 
of the Teachers' Pension Fund. The withdrawals, with interest, 
amounted to $2,288,88, leaving a balance, with the interest due by the 
Government added, of $29,292,93. 

THE EDUCATION ACT. 

** The Education Act, 1895,'' its various amendments, and certain 
additions of last year, were consolidated at the last session of the Legis- 
lature, and the result is now known as ** The Education Act, 1903.'' 
Some of the more important sections of said Act, including the much- 
discussed '"Amalgamated School Section," will be found in the 
appendices. 

NEWFOUNDLAND HISTORY. 

In the returns furnished me, 1,698 pupils are recorded as studying 
Newfoundland history.' These figures are not at all satisfactory, espe- 
cially when we consider that, for four-fifths of the said number ''study- 
ing Newfoundland history," means learning by heart six or seven 
pages relating to the history of Newfoundland, found in the introduc- 
tion to the geography they study. To understand any country well, 
one requires to know its history. Johnson says : " To judge rightly 
of the present, we must oppose it to the past," and, again, '* The pres- 
ent state of things is the consequence of the former, and it is natural 
to inquire what were the sources of the good we enjoy, or the evil 
that we suffer. If we act only for ourselves, to neglect the study of 
history is not prudent ; if we are intrusted with the care of others, it 
is not just." A knowledge of the history of Newfoundland would in- 
still into the Newfoundland boy or girl a love of country, mingled with 
a spirit of pride in the part it has pla5'^ed in the history of North Amer- 
ica, in the establishing of the British Empire, and in the building up of 
Britain's navy. As Longfellow aptly terms the Pilgrims' Rock : "The 
corner stone of a nation," so, also, one may well and truly speak of 
Newfoundland as ' ' the corner or foundation stone of the British Em- 
pire. ' ' To the request that the history of Newfoundland be more ex- 
tensively taught, the invariable answer of teachers is : " We have not 
a suitable text-book. ' ' This same difficulty — "no suitable text-book*' — 
was, until ten years ago, a stumbling block in the way of teaching 
Canadian history in Canadian schools ; but this difficulty was met by 
the formulation of a scheme for the prepartion of a text-book, by com- 
petition, and a committee was appointed to examine such manuscripts 
as might be offered. The committee spent some ten months in selecting 
the best manuscript, and the result of the scheme was that the volume 
awarded first place is now authorized for use in the schools of every 
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province of the Dominion. Could not some such scheme be adopted 
here ? Surely, among our historians, educationalists, and writers, some 
one would be found capable of writing a history, which could be used 
as asuitable text-book for the use of the schools of the Colony. 

ARBOR DAY. 
Very few schools observe this day, and last year, according to re- 
. turns, but 90 trees were planted. The section of the Act authorizing 
** Arbor Day '* reads as follows : 

** To set apart, with the approval of the Board, the last Thursday of 
May. or the first Thursday of June in each year, or, if unsuitable, any 
day before or afterwards, to be observed as an * Arbor Day * by the 
school, for improving or beautifying the school grounds, by planting 
trees, shrubs, flowers, etc A particular account of the day's proceed- 
ings shall be forwarded to the Superintendent, and, where duly observ- 
ed, credit shall be given to the pupils'for attendance as on an ordinary 
teaching day. ' ' 

I should wish to see a greater interest taken in the beautifying of 
school grounds, and that the setting apart of this day, for the purpose 
intended, more duly observed. 

EMPIRE DAY. 
** In this Colony, in each and every year, the twenty-fourth of May, 
not being Sunday, shall be a public and bank holiday, anU shall be kept 
and observed as such under the name of Empire Day. 

** When the twenty- fourth of May is a Sunday, the twenty-fifth* of 
May shall be, in lieu, thereof , in this Colony, a public and bank holi- 
day, and shall be kept and observed as such under the same name.'* 

This is not a school holiday, but it has been suggested that advan- 
tage be taken of the day for the fostering of patriotic sentiment among 
the pupils, and that where possible the flag of the Empire be spread 
from the school building. 

ROMAN CATHOI.IC COLI.EGE (ST. BONAVENTURE'S). 

The excellent and exhaustive report of the Rev. President, Bro. P. 
J. Culhane, which follows, gives a most interesting review of the highly 
gratifying achievements of this well-known educational institution for 
the past year. New pupils are continually seeking admittance, and a 
new record for attendance is established year after year. The ever- 
increasing numbers tax to the tjtmost the already crowded class-rooms. 
More room is urgently needed, and an addition to the present building 
has now become an absolute necessity. An assembly hall, a laboratory, 
and extra class-rooms, are amongst the most pressing of the college's 
needs. It is a duty, which the Catholic people of this Colony owe to 
themselves, that the excellent work of the Rev. President, and his able, 
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devoted and zealous staff of assistants, should not be hampered for want 
of room. This is an institution that is beginning to become favorably 
known, even outside of the Colony ; it is an institution that we can 
look up to with pride, and I feel assured that, if the people were asked 
to contribute to help on the good work of the Brothers, the call would 
be amply responded to. 

THB president's REPORT. 

The work of the college is many sided, and must be viewed in var- 
ious ways to get a true estimate of its worth. We try to meet every 
essential requirement, but we do not consider all equally important. 
The moulding of the moral character is our first care, and our eflForts in 
this direction are amply rewarded, for I am pleased to say that the 
general conduct of the students during the past year has been most 
satisfactory. Of course, smaller faults there have been, but not one of 
a serious nature has come under our notice. Their beneficial influence 
descends thro the whole c611ege and the younger ones catch up the 
proper spirit. That spirit, too; extends to their studies and amuse- 
pients, and is responsible for many a victory. 

As religious teachers, of course we pay special attention to the re- 
ligious instruction of the students. Many were prepared during the 
year for first Communion and Confirmation. All the seniors approach 
the sacraments regular. In this connection we wish to express our 
great indebtedness to our bishop and clergy. 

Since summer y^z^^ of our students left for foreign colleges, to study 
for the priesthood ; /our haxe begun the work of teaching, and many 
have entered various walks of life. New pupils have stepped into the 
vacant places, to le^ve us in their turn a year or two hence, after hav- 
ing, we feel sure, more than upheld the best traditions of the college. 

The college has a large roll — over 200 pupils attend the classes 
daily. Nearly fifty boarders made the college their home during the 
year. 

While the majority of the boarders are following the regular college 
course, we have some outport young men who are taking advantage of 
the comparatively free winter months to improve themselves in a few 
commercial subjects. Most of our boarders are of an age to appreci?ite 
the advantages of education, and, as may be expected, there is a spirit 
of study amongst them. 

Due attention is paid to their health, comfort and general happiness. 
In so far as large numbers will allow, the aim is that the students 
should find the college as near an approach as possible to the happy 
homes they are separated from for a while. 

The terms ate moderate, and no young man in the Island^ in good 
circumstances, need be without the advantages of a sound education. 
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I/)NDON Matricui^ation, 1903 — Of recent years the distinction 
most coveted by the colleges has been that of winning the Jubilee Uni- 
versity Scholarship of $600, which falls to the candidate coming first 
in the London Matriculation Examination. Early in September the 
pass list was published, but the order of merit was not made known un- 
til sometime later. On September 14th the good news came that G. S. 
White was at the head of the Matriculants, and so had won the scho- 
larship. 

In the college the news was hailed with delight, and His lordship 
the Bishop, who always considers the victories of his alma mater as his 
own, came in immediately to give a holiday. 

During the past twelve j^ears nine suqh scholarships have been 
awarded, yiwr going to St. Bonaventure's. The college, too, has made 
a record in being the first to win the University Scholarship two years 
in succession. It will be remembered that A. M. Power secured it 
in 1902. 

Another college boy, George Malcolm, passed London Matriculation 
in the first division, and deserves to be congratulated. 

C.H.E. Examinations — In the examinations held by the Council of 
Higher Education in 1003, the college was very successful in each of 
the three grades — associate, intermediate and preliminary. It is quite 
exceptional for any school to have in every class the marked success 
the college claims this year. 

AssociATB Grade — In this, the highest grade of almost London 
Matriculation standard, the college made a splendid showing. G. S. 
White secured /AzVdf place^ and W. G. Malcolm y^M — both in the hon- 
ors division. J. Penny, J. Fitzgerald, E. Wilson and P. Hannon, pass- 
ed in first division and J. Greene in second, making a total of seven 
passes — more than a third of the whole boys' pass list. In all there 
were ten prizes in this grade, of which the college claims six, viz. ; Lat- 
in, French, German, history, navigation, projection. In addition, col- 
lege boys take second place in German, second in English, and second 
and third in mathematics. In fact, in every subject for which honor 
marks were given, except French conversation and science, a St. Bon's 
boy came either first or second. G. S. White missed leading this grade 
by 50 marks on an aggregate of nearly 5,000. The first two places fell 
to the Methodist College, which had a very good associate class. Rare- 
ly has the competition been keener in the highest grade, and hence the 
excellent work of St. Bonaventure's deserves all the more consideration. 

Intermediate Grade— In this grade two of our students — M. Joy 
and A. Flynn — win scholarships^ and obtaining an average of almost 
eighty per cent, in the various subjects, are placed in the honors divis- 
ion. First place was taken in Latin, geometry and geometrical draw- 
ing; second place in geometry, hygiene, algebra and geometrical 
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drawing, and third place in Latin and French. No fewer than twenty- 
eight distinctions were obtained by the eleven students who passed. 

Preliminary Grade —In the preliminary grade the college boys 
have been remarkably successful. J. McGrath leads the grade at the 
minimum age, and in competition with boys three years older. T. 
I^amb, B. Langton and G. Keating are also scholarship winners. T. 
Lamb, who secured the fourth scholarship, is but 12 years old, and like 
J. McGrath, sat for the Council'^ exams, this year for the first time. 
Of the nine scholarships open to the whole island, y^wr go to this one 
class. Six representative prizes were gained : Latin, shorthand, draw- 
ing* geometry, English composition and hygiene. Thirty-six college 
boys passed in this grade. Thus our preliminary class has to its credit 
four scholarships, including the first, six prizes and thtrty-six passes. 
The highest record we can find for any other separate school under any 
one of these heads is two scholarships, two prizes 2xA fourteen passes. 

Taking the separate subjects we find many points of interest. Col- 
lege boys take the following places : English composition, ist and 4th ; 
geometry, five out of the first seven, including the first ; Latin, the 
first four places — the whole honors list ; French, 2nd and 3rd ; book- 
keeping, 3rd ; geometrical drawing, five out of the first six, including 
the first ; hygiene, ist ; penmanship, 3rd. Sixty-one of the papers 
sent in by the class were awarded over 70 per cent, by the examiners. 
It is worthy of note that the college carried off the Latin prize in each 
of the three grades. 

Summary of Examination Results — As regards the four com- 
petitive examinations of 1903, St. Bonaventure's (i) leads the highest, 
viz.: London matriculation ; (2) takes third place in associate; (3) 
takes third place in intermediate ; (4) leads the preliminary ; (5) has 
won the highest number of scholarships — seven — the highest for any 
other school being y&wr ; (6) has taken the largest number of prizes — 
fifteen — the largest foi any other school being eight ; (7) has passed 
the greatest number of candidates— ^/J/'/y-^^lr-s-the greatest for any other 
school \i€v[i%forty-three ; (8) has secured by far the largest amount of 
money for prizes and scholarships, even if the jubilee scholarship of 
$600 be omitted. 

Retrospect, i 894-1 903 — Ten years ago the Council of Higher 
Education held its first examination, and now, that the first decade has 
been completed, it may be of interest to take a general view of the 
college record for that time. 

The first scholarship in the highest grade was secured five years out 
of the ten. The college boys have led the different grades twelve times 
out of a possible twenty- eight. 

During the last ten years 154 open scholarships were offered by the 
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Council, of which the college claims aboutjSixty — nearly twice as many 
as have been won by the boys of any other school. 

In all grades nearly 150 special prizes or first places were won by 
the college students. No school has a record approaching this. While 
one year or another prizes have been secured by the college in almost 
every ffubject mentioned in the si^llabns, it is remarkable that three- 
fourths of all the prizes given the past ten years by the Council for 
classics and modern languages are credited to St. Bonaventure's. The 
college claims all the prizes awarded for Greek. 

Five hundred and six diplomas were won by the students for passes 
in the different grades. 

Thu? St. Bona ventn re's has, on an average, for each year of the 
past decade, six scholarships, fifteen prizes, and fifty-one passes, and 
under each of these heads \% facile princeps- * 

The literary side of the college is not fully represented by the ex- 
amination results just stated. During the winter months debating 
classes are formed, and Saturday evenings are devoted to debates, to 
the boys' manifest advantage. At the end of the season the best are 
selected to take part in a prize debate. J, Penny was the winner of 
the gold medal given for the prize debate last ^ster, 

Last summer medals were offered for the best essay ^ or composition, 
done in a given time, and under supervision. These medals were won 
by A. S. White, J. HanrahanT G. Keating, and R, Murphy, in their 
respective classes. 

The students' library is well patronized* It is very important that 
the young should cultivate a taste for reading. To encourage this the 
college provides a fairly large and attractive collection of books, and 
some good newspapers and magazines. 

We !are greatly handicapped for want of proper accommodation. 
This is the direction in which the college most needs aid. 

Just a word on athletics. Our annual sports are well known, and 
those of the past year were fairly successful, thanks, in no small way, 
to the city football teams, and the other kind friends who co-operated. 

In the intercollegiate contests we have had a fair amount of success. 
First in cricket, second in hockey, and third in football, is the record 
for the past year. We encourage out-door games, believing as we do 
that good play is a necessary adjunct to good study. The Brothers are 
anxious that as many of their boys as possible should come to the col- 
lege grounds in the evenings, to toke part in the various games. 

Our Minims — About ten years ago the preparatory school was 
opened, and each succeeding year has proved more clearly the wisdom 
of what was then announced as "A step forward," Such indeed it has 
been. The good foundation laid in this class has contributed to many 
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a success lateJ in the upper classes. We need but mention the fact 
that the jubilee scholarship winner of this year received his first les- 
sons in the preparatory schools. 

Nothing is spared to make this school and its work attractive, ;and 
the well-filled desks speak for its management. Over sixty happy 
faces greet the visitor to this department on a school day. The pro- 
verbial constraint of school life seems to have no place here — our little 
friends are still at home. The monotony of the school day is brought 
to a minimum by the judicious introduction of toys, picture books, 
action songs, musical drill, etc. In various ways the entrance of know- 
ledge is made easy. Without any undue pressure satisfactory progress 
is made in school work, while it is not forgotten that the school is also 
the church of the young. So mind and heart develop simultaneously 
along the safest lines. In the evenings, after school, our minims may 
be seen playing on the campus, which is specially reserved for them, as 
the senior students have ample playgrounds elsewhere. Under the 
shadow of the college they are free from all danger. 

Junior Classes — When the third standard is mastered an advance 
is made from the preparatory class to the next school. Here we have 
a latge number doing fourth and fifth standard work. Many of these 
could pass the primary examination of the C.H»E., but it is not con- 
sidered advisable to enter for it. The aim is to lay a thorough founda- 
tion in the ordinary subjects. A boy so trained does not find the next 
step to the preliminary pass-class a diflScult one, and is quite prepared 
to take up some of the less common subjects. 

Singing, Elocution, ktc. — The students get facilities for ac- 
quiring a good knowledge of singing and elocution. Professor C. Hut- 
ton devotes three hours a week to these subjects. He brings to his 
work all that is necessary for the fullest measure of success — long and 
varied experience, the latest and most approved methods, tact, energy 
and devotedness. Hence it is not surprising that at the recent distri- 
bution of prizes the musical and dramatic performances of his pupils 
found so much favor with the public. At the college debates, and the 
various minor entertainments in the course of the year, the influence of 
his training is noticeable ; but these immediate results are but an 
earnest of far greater advantages to the students when they pass from 
the college halls. 

The sweet clear voices of the altar boys* choir are familiar to the 
Cathedral congregation. At vespers on Sunday evenings, and on many 
of the principal feasts, their singing adds to the attractiveness of the 
ceremonies. By their services in the sanctuary the altar boys have 
earned special marks of favor from His Lordship the Bishop. For 
these, as well as for the kind consideration and encouragement^of the 
priests, they are very grateful. 
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The ladies of the Altar Society are very generous to the altar boys^ 
and their kindness is not forgotten. 

Teachers — We are pleased to note the success of our outport teach- 
ers in the public examinations. As many of them were with us in the 
college not long ago, their victories are in a sense ours. We congratu- 
late Mr. James Fitzgerald, of Northern Bay, on his excellent work. 
His pupil, Leo English, now one of our associate class, won the high- 
est outport scholarship^ and the prizes for geography, navigation, and 
drawing. Some other schools also have done good work. The teach- 
ers may always count on any support St. Bonaventure's can give. 

As regards our pupil teachers we feel that too much importance 
cannot be attached to their training. An effort is therefore made to 
send them forth well equipped for their work, A great deal has to be 
done in a short course, but those who enter fairly advanced in the or- 
dinary school subjects usually leave us with a first grade diploma. We 
hope the time is not far off when most of our teachers will be able to 
take the highest or associate diploma. 

Thanks to our two energetic superintendents and the various Boards, 
the college has a good class of pupil teachers at present. In the recent 
examinations P. Hannon passed associate in the first division, and cap- 
tured two of the ten prizes given to this grade. J. Curtis and F, 
Devine made good records in the intermediate grade. M. Joy, still in 
training, took the third scholarship in the intermediate grade. Several 
others did good work. 

The four teachers who left us last summer will, we feel sure, give a 
good account of themselves, P. Hannon has charge of Avondale school, 
J. Curtis is in Trepassey, F. Devine in Bay Bulls, and J. McKenzie in 
Tilt Cove. 

Quite recently arrangements have been made with Professor Flynn 
by which the pupil teachers can get a knowledge of music. This addi- 
tional acquirement can be turned to practical use in numerous districtSj 
and with many Boards will be no small recommendation. 

There is no more fitting occasion than this to acknowledge our in- 
debtedness to the parents of the pupils for the help they give us, nega- 
tive and positive, I say negative, because there are occasions when 
every prudent teacher .should have freedom of action, and this we are 
never denied, and I hope never abuse. There are numerous ways in 
which their co-operation is of great help. The large attendance in the 
schools we accept as an indication of their confidence. While we do 
not lose sight of a boy's immediate future, in our course of instruction^ 
our wish is that he should leave us with mind and heart trained to con- 
tinue his own education on the soundest and broadest lines. We hope 
we are educating not for to-day, simply, but for life and for eternity. 
The career of our ex-pupils suggests that their education was on ^ound 
lines. It is a pleasure to know that so many of them are doing well. 
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We take this opportunity ot thanking the local press for the many 
kind references to our work during the year. 

SCHOOI. OF INDUSTRY, MOUNT GASHEL. • 
The annual report of the rev. Principal to His Lordship Most Rev. 
Dr. Howley, Bishop of St. John's, is here appended. The accompa- 
nying illustrations will give those who have not visited the place an 
idea of the laudable and excellent work the devoted Brothers are doing 
for the boys committed to their care. 

ANNUAL REPORT. 

My Lord, — I have little to report regarding the year's work at Mt. 
Cashel. The institution is gradually, if slowly, assuming the propor- 
tions originally planned as necessary for its efficient work. During the 
year we have added a new kitchen, and have finished the large barn 
commenced in May, 1902. The completion of this large building is of 
great importance, and gives abundant facilities for the proper working 
of the farm. Its block pavement and concrete 'floor, thorough ventila- 
tion and drainage, and the many conveniences it affords for the train- 
ing of the boys in the management of farm stock, make it, beyond 
quCvStion, the best equipped building in the Colony. As you are aware, 
most of the work was done by the boys, under the direction of the 
Brothers, with the assistance of a tradesman or two. To complete the 
institution but oije other large building remains to be erected. 

We have also completed the electric light plant, and are able now to 
supply the whole institution abundantly from our own apparatus. We 
' are at present engaged in heating some of the more important depart- 
ments, and hope to have the process in working order very soon, This 
will not involve us in great expense, as the fittings are being arranged 
by the boys, and the steam will be supplied from the large boiler alrea- 
dy erected. 

Notwithstanding the unfavorable weather of the past season, we 
have had excellent crops, of which, though a great deal has been sold, 
abundance of all the usual vegetables are stowed away for future use. 

The boys cleared about three acres of land, and, of course, harvest- 
ed all the crops. A great deal of drainage was carried out. 

Through the kindness of a good neighbor, a small plot of land was 
acquired which enabled us to extend our premises at the rear of the 
Institution, and to give more room immediately around the house. A 
new road has been laid down, the old fences have been removed and 
improved, wire fenpes erected in their stead. Small though this im- 
provement appears, it is of very great importance in the working of the 
establishment. 

At the annual show of the Agricultural Society, a few of the boys 
exemplified some of our industries. Under a temporary awning, tai- 
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loriog, shoemaking, knitting, weaving, etc » were carried on and evo- 
ked much interest from the visitors. 

Though postponed from the usual date, on account of severe wea- 
thefj the annual garden party was a splendid success, and brought 
around us an immense concourse of friends and patrons of all denomi- 
nations. At great inconvenience most of the business houses of St, 
John's closed their stores in the afternoon, to allow their employees to 
be present. 

We have now about seventy boys, and of their good (X)nduct, of 
their diligence in school and their assiduity at work, I need say noth- 
ing, as in your lordship's frequent visits you have abundant proof of 
their amenability to discipline and general good behaviour. Several 
have been sent to various trades during the year, and all are giving 
satisfaction. 

It only remains for me, my I^rd, on the part of the little orphan 
boys and of the Brothers of the community, to thank you most heart- 
ily for the paternal interest and unvarying kindness you have extended 
to us since the day we started the School of Industry. We all trust 
and pray that your precious health may be long preserved to carry out 
the many useful and neces&ary works you have projected,

RHODES SCHOIvARSHIP. 
, Up to date no definite plan for the awarding of the Rhodes Scholar- 
ships — which have been awarded to Newfoundland- — has been agreed 
upon. This is undoubtedly a hardship to those candidates who are 
preparing for this year's competition, they being very anxious, and 
justly so, to have some definite information on the subject ; but the 
trustees being desirous of adopting the best scheme possible, are, per- 
haps wisely refraining from approving of any one scheme until such 
time as their delegate, Dn Parkin, visits the Colony. Whatever 
scheme may be adopted for the awarding of these scholarships, there is 
one point in such a scheme to which I should wish to see special atten- 
tion given, and that is that the scholarships be not reserved for a cho- 
sen few, but that they be awarded on the broadest possible lines in 
such a way that a poor boy may have as good a chance of being selec- 
ted for one of these scholarships as the son of the wealthiest man in 
the colony. 

ST, BRIBERS ACADEMY, LITTI^EDALE. 

*' Xfittledale Academy sustains its name and fame as an educational 

centre. The new wing, designed and bestowed by His lordship Right 

Rev, Dn Howley, at a cost of $20,000 (twenty thousand dollars) ^ is 

now completed, and the Academy stands to-day a monument of the 
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taste, skill, and bounty of His Lordship, as it is also a centre of learn- 
ing, wherein religious and secular instruction, together with high cul- 
ture in the various branches of science, art, and literature, can be ac- 
quired, 

'* During the past year good work has been accomplished. In the 
three grades of the C,H,K.> viz., preliminary, intermediate, and asso- 
ciate, the pupils of Littledale, have attained hi^h marks with prizes 
and honors in the various grades. The following results were obtain- 
ed : one pupil was successful in the associate of arts examination. Nine 
candidates won diplomas in the intermediate grade — ^Miss Allen win- 
ning the second scholarship in open competition, and first place in the 
'* girls* list." The prizes awarded German, English grammar, 
painting, and needlework, were also won by Littledale girls. Eight 
candidates obtained diplomas in the preliminary grade — one girl win- 
ning the prize for needlework. 

'* Whilst affording every facility to pupils desiring to follow the syl- 
labus of the CH,E., the closest individual attention is bestowed on 
those branches which the majority of pupils require for practical Use 
in after life. 

'* Among the many well-wishers of Littledale, His Lordship and 
several of the clergy have given practical proof of their interest, by 
donating gold medals to reward the efforts of the young aspirants to 
literary fame. 

'* Ven- Archdeacon O'Neill has given a magnificent gold watch and 
one of silver, while Rev. Fathers Doutney, McGrath, O'Reilly, Mc- 
Dermott, and Jackman, each contributed elegant gold medals. Ot- 
her kind friends have presented several beautiful prizes, thus proving 
that the success of Littledale is a matter of absorbing interest to the 
clergy and laity of Newfoundland." 

COUNCIL OF HIGHER EDUCATION. 

A well known educationalist says: '* Examinations are disliked 
chiefly by ill -disciplined schools, in which the time for study is dissi- 
pated. " There are about thirty schools within my superintendence, 
entering pupils for the examination* of the Council of Higher Educa- 
tion during the coming year In the outports, where that iaterest and 
emulation found in the i:chools of the capital are too often lacking, I 
find that entering for the above examinations creates an interest among 
parents ; arouses a spirit of emulation among pupils, is an encour- 
agement to the teacher, and an inducement for him to make greater 
efforts. I may safely say, from experience, that in every school (with- 
in my supervision) which has entered candidates, an improvement in 
the general tone of the school and of the work done has followed. 

In answer to those who say that, in a school entering pupils for ex- 
amination, the juniors are oeglectec, I must confess I have not found 
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such to be the case in the schools I have visited ; and, if need be, I 
could mention schools whose work would prove quite the contrary to 
such an assertion. I do not say, by Siuy means, that it would be advi- 
sable fox every school to enter candidates for the Coundrs examina- 
tions, but in schools which have fallen or are falling into a rut, or iu 
which enthusiasm requires to be aroused, the preparation of an exami- 
nation class would certainly not do any harm, and in nine cases out of 
ten — if not in the whole ten cases — it would do much good. 

Such countries as England, Ireland, Germany, United States, and 
Canada,/ make use of examinations. An authority on this matter says : 
*' The institution of the civil service is based on examinations; the 
certification of teachers in the highest education centres the world over^ 
depends on examinations ; degrees conferred by colleges, , universities, 
and technical schools, are determined by examinations. No substitutes 
for them have been found, or ever will be ; and children in elementary 
schools should be instructed in the inevitable. Professors, teachers, 
doctors, chemists, lawyers, clergymen, engineers, in short, every edu- 
cated person must be examined if he is to gain strength and yet any- 
where. To keep children ignorant of the demands and exigencies of 
life is more than neglectful — it is cruel and inexcusable.** 

In a word, if we are to be an educated people, it will be difficult for 
us to arrive at that stage without meeting with examinations ©n the 
way. For centuries past they have proved their usefulness, and are 
acknowledged to be ** mor^ accurate measurements of scholarship than 
anything else that has been tried."

pRKsHNTATioN CoNVSNT (Cathedral Square) — There are six rooms 
in this institution ; fourteen members of the community are employed 
in teaching. Owing to an outbreak of smallpox, and the consequent 
genera! vaccination of pupils attending, which seriously interfered 
with attendance and general work of classes during the months of May, 
June, and July, I did not give my annual detailed examination at the 
usual time. At the re-opening of the school in the latter part of 
August, and during the months of Septeml>er, and October, I was 
absent from town on general visitation- On my reUirn I found 
that the varions classes had been drafted in the customary or- 
der of formation, on the examination of the teachers in charge. 
During a visit, made later on in the year, I saw snflicient to assure me 
that these schools were keeping up their well-earned reputation for 
thorough and successful work. Reading, all round, was good, and the 
work of the upper classes in arithmetic (to stocks inclusive) was spec- 
ially worthy of praise. Classes in algebra, shorthand, typewriting, 
music (vocal and instrumental), all receive their full share of attention. 
Home exercises were commendable^ and the general tone and order of 
the schools excellent. The number eurolled during the year was 463. 
Some rooms were over-crowded, notably rooms i, 3 and 6, a testimony, 
no donbt, to the popularity of the school, but, I fear, not an undoubted 
surety of the continued good health of either teachers or pupils. If the 
enlargement of the building, or the providing of an extra school-room 
be not now an absolute necessity, it will soon be, should the attendance 
keep on increasing. 

Presentation Convent (Riverhead)— Owing to causes stated in 
ray report 00 foregoing school, this institution was also not given a de- 
tailed examination. The ordinary promotions from class to class were 
mad a at the re-opening after midsummer vacation, on results of exam- 
ination given by members of the teaching staff. There are five rooms 
in which thirteen teachers are employed. Number on roll 460. Besides 
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the subjects of standards I-VI, French, tyjDewriting, shorthand, paint- 
ing (oil and water colors), and instrumental music are taught. From 
all that I have learned during the year, both by correspondence and 
personal observation, I feel safe in saying that the work of this in^ti- 
tntion is up to its well-known satisfactory standard. 

Belvedere — Forty-two were present in the junior room and thirty- 
two in the senior room ; seventy- four in all. Reading, writing, and 
spelling, of the first and second standards, were excellent. At the 
conclusion of the examination the children sang His Excellency the 
Governor's ode, *'We Love Thee, Newfoundland." The classes 
(standards II-V)in the senior room made a very creditable showing. 
Answering was intelkgent and showed thoroness of work. As men- 
tioned in former reports, the Sisters devote considerable time to instruc- 
tion in sewing and domestic work. The examination of the senior 
room concluded with the singing of His Lordship the Bishop's 
^* Dear Old Sonthside Hill/* 

Christian Brothers Schools (St. Patrick's Hall and Holy 
Cross)— There are eight rooms under the above heading, taught by ten 
Brothers. These schools are free and supposed to l)e primary, yet a 
very liberal commercial course is given, consisting of English, mathe- 
matics, history, shorthand, typewriting, French, physical culture, etc 
Being well staffed, well taught, well equipped, and their excellent re- 
sults are so widely known and so frequently commented on by all classes 
and creeds in this community, I do not deem it necessary to give an ex- 
tended or varied report on the laudable work being done. The one trouble 
with the devoted Brothers seems to be trying to accommodate the number of 
prospective pupils applying for admission, and although every available 
space in both establishments is occupied, yet there are over one hundred 
applicants unable to be provided for. The Benevolent Irish Society, 
an institution that has done yeomen service in the cause of education, 
is about to come to the rescue. It contemplates providing extra school 
accommodation in a Memorial Hall, whicli will commemorate the hun- 
dredth anniversary of the founding of the society. I have not space at 
my disposal to give a synopsis of what this venerable society has done, 
'* to diffuse the benefits of educatiou among the youth of St, John*s," 
but I hardly think that a monument of words is at all necessary to 
keep alive the memory of the society's good and noble work. ** Bv 
their fruits ye shall know them/' and, judged by this standard, the 
Benevolent Irish Society has every reason to feel proud of its achieve- 
ments during the century of its existence in Newfoundland- By its 
great work in the cause of educatiou, it has raised unto itself a monu- 
ment aere pefennius. Number enrolled during year (St. Patrick's and 
Holy Cross), 894 ; average daily attendance, 700, 

St. Peter's School (Queen-street) ^During the Xmas vacation the 
building, which, since I have known it, has not, perhaps, afforded the 
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best possible accoraraodation for school purposes, owing to its lack of 
proper ventilation, insufficient light j coldness in winter, and unfitness 
in summer, was disposed of for other piii poses. School will be held 
pro tern in St. Paul's Hall, Parade-street ^ until sucli time as a suitable 
school bous:r is provided, steps for the erection of which, I learn, are 
already being taken by His Lordship the Bishop of St. John*s. 
Total registration for the year, 314 ; school was in charge of the Sisters 
of Mercy. Four teachers were employed, two holding first grade cer- 
tificates, one a second grade certificate, and one an associate certificate 
of the Council of Higher Education, 

" St. Joseph's (Waterford Bridge) — Total enrolment during year, 
112. This school serves a dual purpose, (i) providing a goud elemen- 
tary education for the children living in the neighborhood, and (2) as 
a model school, in which the pupil teachers attending St. Bride's Acad- 
emy are instructed in the art of teaching. The good work of this 
school is very favorably known and highly appreciated. Taught by a 
Sister of Mercy, holding a certificate of first grade. 

Major's Path— Satisfactorily conducted by Miss May J. O'Brien 
(grade II). The school is advancing. 

Mundy's Pond — Miss Annie Doyle (grade 11), a teacher who has 
done much good work, resigned after the mid-summer vacation, and 
Miss Katie Doyle, late of the Hoylestown school, is now in charge. 
Number registered 46 ; standards I-V. The accommodatitju here is in- 
sufficient. 

Ballvhatxy — I visited this school one day^ shortly before the Xmas 
vacation, late in the afternoon^ and did not give a detailed examination 
at the time. Taught by Miss Collins, (grade II). Average quarterly 
enrolment 39 ; pupils classified in standards I-IV. 

Freshwater Road — This may be looked upon as a kind of prepar- 
atory school for young children, who, when they attain a certain age or 
standard, are drafted to the convent and Christian Brothers' schools. 
Attendance irregular in winter. Average quarterly enrolment 16 ; 
average daily attendance, 13 ; taught by Miss Hearn (grade III), 

IvOGV Bay — Taught by Miss Lucy Goss (grade III). I found pu- 
pils in a room not at all suitable for the purpose used. A new school 
house Is badly needed, and I learn that, in the near future, a new one 
will be erected. Copies were promising. 

QuiDiviDi — Progressing under the guidance of Miss Agnes Doyle, 
first grade. A class of three is preparing for the Primary Certificate 
Examination of the Council of Higher Education. Registered, 39 ; 
present 23, 

Hoylestown — A change of teachers has taken place since last re- 
port. Miss Katie Doyle (grade II) w^as transferred to the school at

Mundy's Pond, and Miss Sheehan (grade II), late of Manuel's school, 
was placed in charge here. Miss Warren, late of the Mercy Convent 
school, Military -road, was engaged as assistant teacher. Total number 
on register 130; children classified in standards I-IV. Classes are at 
present held in a dwelling-house rented for the purpose. A new school 
house is urgently needed in this locality. 

DISTRICT OF TORBAY. 

Population, 2,390 ; Grant, $934.04. 

St. Michael's Supekior School (boys) — Registered in both de- 
partments, 159 ; present, 102. 

Junior Room : Registered 79 ; present 55. Mr. James Lacey 
(grade II), late teacher at Trepassey, commenced work here at re- 
opening, in September. Reading, writing, and spelling, very prom- 
ising:, 

Saiior Room : Registered 80 ; present 47. Arithmetic, spelling, 
and history, weak ; writing good, and discipline excellent. There is 
an organ in the school, and vocal music is a pleasing feature of the 
daily work. Mr. Power has formed a fife and drum band amongst the 
boys of his classes, which gave some very creditable musical selections 
at the close of the examiuation. A set of Bacon's maps has recently 
been supplied the school. 

ToRBAY Convent — On the books 100; in attendance 80. The 
school is well organized ; general tone good, and home exercises ex- 
cellent. Arithmetic was taught as far as proportion, practice, and in- 
terest. First class is studying syllabus for the Preliminary 
Grade examination of the Council of Higher Education. Special in- 
terest is taken in music (instrumental and vocal), callisthenics, and 
sewing, I had the pleasure of being present at an operetta, which was 
most pleasing. 

Outer CovE^EnrolIed 51 ; present 37. Reading very fair ; arith- 
metic weak. Teacher holds a third grade certificate. 

Pouch Cove — Thirty-eight were present out of forty-six on the 
rolL I was pleased with the increase in attendance ; it looks -encour- 
aging. Pupils were classiiied in first three standards ; writing prom- 
ised well. A building (40x28) is in course of erection, which will 
serve the double purpose of a school and hall. It consists of two 
storeys^first floor for the school, and upper storey for the hall. Since 
my visit I have learned that the building is fast approaching comple- 
tion, and will be quite finished before the end of the coming year. 

FLATROCK^Children spoke distinctly, and answered intelligently. 
Reading was very good. Classes were preparing for the Intermediate,

Population ^ 506 ; Grant, J 196. 80 

PORTOGAI. Cove — Present 31 ; full number eurolled- Reading and 
writing very good, lu the last C.H,E. Examinations one pupil was 
successful in the Preliminary Grade, and another obtained a Primary 
Certificate. The Preliminary and Primary classes for the coming 
year were receiving careful preparation m the various subjects- Taught 
by Miss Nellie Forward, (grade III). I was pleased with the working 
of the school ; my general impression being favorable. 

Horse CovE^Results of the C.H.E. Examinations show one pass 
in Preliminary and two in Primary — a very creditable showing for this 
school.

Petty HARBOR^Tbere are two departments ; Miss Lucy Heffer- 
nan (grade I) being in charge of the seniors^ while Miss B. Chafe 
(grade III) attends to the juniors. Registered in both rooms 81 ; pre- 
sent 72. Order and discipline very good. Algebra and Euclid were 
taught ; cla,ss reading in fifth book ; home exercises were good, and 
reading of standard II was excellent. 

Maddox Cove— Taught by Miss Walsh (grade III). Enrolled 30; 
in attendance 26, Spelling was very good ; general work of school 
creditable. 

Goulds — A change of teachers had taken place a few days before 
my visit Miss Stack of Blackhead school, and Miss Hannafordof this 
school^ having exchanged temporarily. Registered 65 ; average attend- 
ance 40 ; pupils classified I-IV.

MANiTBLS^Pre^nt ig out of 21 on the ro3L Miss Cecelia Ntigem

The juniors, in charge of Miss Lucy Power (grade III), were well at- 
tended to, And showed satisfactory results- The seniors, under the 
direct supervision of Mr. M, J. James, A, A,, were niakiiig splendid 
progress. Five pupils were successful in recent C.H.E* exams., and 
one candidate obtained a certificate of grade from the Catholic Board of 
Examiners.

On a grant, barely suflEicient to support one school, four, Including 
a superior school j are kept in operation, and five teachers are employed. 
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Tais is ab^iit as mujh as may b^ exp3:te3 on so s mil an ia;;Q^iie, b^t 
more than this has been done. Two up-to date new school -houses ^ 
which are a credit to the country, have been built, well furnished and 
equipped, and a third has been thoroly renovated, according to modern 
requirements. I have yet to learn of any public body, in any country, 
able to successfully compete %vith the average Newfoundland school 
board in the economical expenditure of public monies. 

DISTRICT OF WITI^ESS BAY. 
Population, 11650. Grant , $641^74, 

Bay BuLts^Out of 52 on the roll, 38 w^ere present. Spelling and 
writing very good. The school is progressing, and the teacher is anx- 
ious for the advancement of her pupils. 

Bay Bulls— During the fishing season, the older boys leave school, 
and the juniors only are left to the teacher's care and guidance. Pupils 
were classified in first five standards. The teacher is energetic and 
zealous. Registered 64 ; present 59* 

Witless Bay Convent Schools — Enrolled 125. Of the 103 in at- 
tendance, there were 35 boys and 71 girls. The younger boys attend 
the convent school, np to age of eight, when they are drafted to the 
boys' school. The lower classes are evidently well attended to. Read- 
ing, writing, and spelling were excellent, and at figures the little ones 
were very apt. Home exercises and geography of seniors good- Need- 
lework occupies a prominent place among the subjects taught, and was 
up to its u^ual standard of excellence. 

Witless Bay (boys) —This school, after being closed one year, was 
reopened in October by Mr. F, Devine (Int. Grade CH.E ). He has 
made a very promising beginning.

Writing was not good ; spelling fair j 
arithmetic was taught as far as compound rules. Some of the pupils 
recite well. The salary paid Mr. Howlett is very small for a man so 
long in the service as he has been ; but the grant to the Board is also 
so very small that it would want a material increase to enable it to pay 
the teacher a living wage. 
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Caplin Cove (St. Michaers) — Registered 28 i present 20. Clashes 
examined in first three standards. Teacher holds a third grade certifi- 
cate. Recitations very good. A new school-chapel has recently been 
completed. It is a gothic building, having two rooms 22x20 feet each, 
with ceiling 16 feet high. The centre of the buildiug is supported by 
a partition, in which there are folding doors. The interior is exquis- 
itely finished in vai legated wood — yellow pine preponderating. The 
building is valued at $2^000, and cost the public funds of the Colony 
but $100, The rev, chairman. Father O'Brien, was architect and 
foreman, and to him and to his generous parishioners, who so loyally 
assisted him, and who are devoted to the education of their children, 
the highest credit is due.

Ferryland (boys)— The forty present were classified in first four 
standards^ as follows : standard V, 6 : standard IV» 5 : standard IFI, 
7 ; standard I, 22, Pupils are orderly and well disciplined. Writing 
is rapidly improving ; general tone of school healthy. Taught by Mr. 
John Fagan (grade II).

Fermhuse— The thirty children present were clean and neat in 
dress Scholars were proficient in subjects of standards I-V. There 
is an organ in the school, and selections gi%^en by the singing class were 
very creditable. Taught by Miss Bessie Fowler (grade II), 

Kingman's Cove— Taught by Miss Elizabeth OXeary (grade II). 
Registered 72 ; present 61. As usual I found good and thoro work. 
Writing excellent ; drawing very creditablei and subjects generally 
evinced thoroness in teaching- Teacher and pupils are worthy of 
commendation. 

Renews Convent^Id both departments (junior and senior) 92 — 
36 boys and 36 girls — were present ^ out of 93 on the rolK In the junior 
room the pupils were being carefully instructed in the subjects of the 
first two standards- They read clearly and distinctly, and did well in 
spelling. Tlie writing and home exercises of the senior room were spe* 
cially good. Pupils passed a very creditable examination in arithmetic, 
standards II-VI, inclusive. Those of the first class had a fair know- 
ledge of geometry (book I), and were commencing algebra. Some 
very promising specimens of drawing were shown. Vocal and instru- 
mental music is taught, with evident success. 

A beantifnl new school-hall has recently been completed. This 
building is valued at J53,ooo, and was built by the unaided efforts of 
the good pastor and people of Renews, at a cost of not one cent to the 
government The lower portion is used for school purposes, there be- 
ing two lightsome^ ^i^y^ a-nd cheery rooms, capable of seating 150 
children. The upper storey is used as a school-hall, or concert-room. 
It is supplied with stage fittings^ and generally well finished. The rev. 
chairman and people are to be congratulated on the excellent result of 
their united efforts. 

Renews (Southside) — Mr. Gerald Jackman still continues to do 
faithful and conscientious work. Registered 21 ; present 19. 

Broad Cove — Taught by Miss Faunie Fowler (grade II), En- 
rolled 27 ; in attendance 21. Standards I-IV. Reading, writing, and 
spelling, very satisfactory.

Attention has been 
paid to lighting and ventilation. An outlay of $300 has been expended 
on this building, part of which sum comes directly from the people^ and 
part from the education grant. Miss Jane Greene (grade III) is the 
teacher. As she has hitherto given satisfaction !n other schools, I 
trust that she will successfully direct her present pupils also on the 
path to progress. 

CoLiNET^In operation part of the year, under the guidance of an 
uncertificated teacher. Closed during the outbreak of diphtheria in 
this locality, and teacher was, in consequence, transferred to Harticot. 

Schools, in charge of local talent, were kept, during parts of the 
year, at Mother Rex, John's Pond, and North Harbor. As far as finan- 
ces would permit, these schools supplied, or did their best to supply, 
the very pressing educational needs of the people.

Branch — During the winter months the number enrolled is gener- 
ally about 1 00.

Examinatioa 
closed with a hymn by the pupils* Registered, 76 ; present* 60, The 
school-room is much over-crowded, badly ventilated, and is altogether 
unsuitable. The number of children attending would necessitate 
the employment of a second teacher, but, as the funds of the Board 
are at present stretched to their utmost limit, four schools being kept 
open on the above grant, and a fifth about to be opened at Point Lance^ 
the educational needs of this district, from a financial standpoint, are, 
perhaps, difficult to cope with* The rev, chairman informs me that a 
new school house will be commenced here as soon as possible, and that 
plans of same are now In possession of the Board. 

St. Bride's — Registered 43, present 35. Arithmetic worked as far 
as proportion, inclusive. Reading and writing good. Progress has 
been made during the yean Taught by Miss Agnes Hartigan (grade 

ni). 

Patrick's Co vk— Present 20^ full number enrolled. This little 
school is doing w^ell. There is an atmosphere of neatness and order 
about it, and the children are bright. Taught by Miss Miufiie Lundri- 
gan (grade III). 

Point Lanck— There are about 16 children here of schoolable age, 
A school was opened after Christmas vacation. 
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DISTRICT OF GREAT PLACENTIA. 

Population^ 1,726 ; Grant, $671.28, 

Placentia Convent School— There are five teachers employed. 
Two hold certificates of first grade, and another an Associate of Arts 
of the Council of Higher Education, Enrolled during the year, 142 ; 
average quarterly enrolment, 115; average daily attendence, I04. It 
is always a pleasure to examine the classes of this institution. The 
pupils are alert and intelligent and the general character of the work 
done is thoro and and highly satisfactory. Girls of first class were 
studying subjects of an Intermediate (C*H.E.) standard, and those of 
the next class (16) where making excellent progress in the subjects 
corresponding to those of the Preliminary Grade of the Cbundl of 
Higher Education, 

Placentia Superior Schooi. (boys) — Registered, 72 ; present, 
40, The juniors (27) in charge of Miss M, Hendrick (grade ll) were 
doing satisfactorily in the first three standards^ while the seniors (22) 
evidenced the fact that they were intelligently taught. The bo^-s ol 
the two highest classes showed promise of being able to give a good ac- 
count of themselves in some of the examinations of the Council of 
Higher Education in the near future. 

Point Verdk— Taught by Miss Maria Greene (grade III). On 
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the roll 59 ; present 28- An improvement in the year's work was 
noticeable, 

N E. Arm— Geography very good. The teacher is energetic, and 
the work of the school is very commendable. Present 45, out of a 
registration of 55, 

S. E. Arm — Present teacher — Miss Dorothy Greetie (grade II)— 
commenced work here in May last. Judging from the efficient results 
of Miss Greene's work elsewhere, I shall expect to see this school 
speedily improved. Present 31, out of 42 on the roll. 

Great Barachoix — In charge of a third grade teachen Regis- 
tered 16; present 15. Work as yet elementary. The people of this 
settlement well deserve the advantages of a school. Encouraged by 
the right rev. chairman of the Board, they have been untiring in their 
efforts to build a school -honsej and their work is now crowned by sue* 
cess, A very suitable building has been erected, amply pro- 
viding for the wants of the settlement It gives one much pleasure to 
record the generosity of the Hon. E, R. Bowring^ who very thought- 
fully and kindly presented the doors, windows, and nails, and in other 
ways also materially assisted the people in their laudable undertaking, 

DISTRICT OF UTTLE PLAOENTIA, 

Population, 2,171 ^ Grant, {844.34. 

Argentia — On the books 73 — 35 boys and 38 girls. The school ia 
well disciplined, and under the charge of Miss May Mahoney (grade 
II); very satisfactory work is being done. 

Marquise — The teacher is doipg excellent work, in a building 
rather unsuitable for school purposes. Enrolled 67. Taught by Miss 
Mary Houlihan (grade II), 

Red Isi^and— Miss Katie Smith (grade II) recently resigned. She 
was a competent teacher, and, during the time she was in charge, this 
school made considerable progress. 

Mussel Harbor — The teacher is energetic and zealous, but she has 
not much enconragment- I should wish to see a greater interest taken 
in educational matters by both parents and chldren. Registered 25 ; 
present 17. School -room is unsuitable, being too cold in winter, and 
too close in summer. 

Fox Harbor — An outbreak of smallpox played havoc with school 
affairs in this settlement. The teacher was stricken with the disease, 
and the school- house was used as an hospital. I would not recommend 
that this building be used again for school purposes, and I would re* 
spectfully urge H. M. Government to either build a new school-honse, 
or to compensate the Board of Education for the loss of the old one- 

Ram's Island (lona) — Miss F. I^wis (grade 11) resigned in Oc- 
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tober last. She gave satisfaction to the Board during the time site" 
taught here. Mrs. Pope (grade III) has since been engaged as teach- 
er. Enrolled during year 47 ; average attendance 32, Pupils classi- 
fied in standards I-V* 

The school at l^ng Harbor, with an enrolment of 35 » and an aver- 
age attendance of 21, was taught by Miss M. Veitch f^rade HI). At 
Ship Harbor the school had an enrolment of 32, and an average at- 
tendance of 15. Miss M. Sullivan (grade III) was the teacher At 
Crawley's Island 16 children were in attendance* These were taught 
by Miss B. Smith (grade III). The smallpox outbreak seriously in- 
terfered with my visitation of the different schools in this district. 

DISTRICT OF PI.ACENTIA WEST. 

Population, 2,571 ; Grant, 1985,43. 

Paradise — Miss Kennedy took charge in November last. Regis* 
tered 25 ; present 20, Advanced classes read in fifth reader, and had 
worked ixp to interest in arithmetic. 

Little Paradise — On the roll 18; present 13. Spelling good, 
and writing promising. First class in arithmetic working compound 
rules. Taught. by Miss Elsie Lannon (grade III). Half-yearly school. 

GsEAT Bona — There are about 21 children, 13 of whom are of 
schoolable age. Board has not sufficient funds to supply needs. What 
is to be done ? 

Merasheen — Registered 44. Higher classes working arithmetic 
of sixth standard. Algebra studied to equations, inclusive. Gen- 
eral results encouraging. Taught by Miss Alice Murphy (grade III), 

Clattic^ Harbor— Twenty- four were enrolled » and sixteen were 
present. These were classified in first three standards* School re- 
opened but a few weeks before my visit. The teacher is Miss Annie 
Sullivan (grade III). 

St. Kyk an 's— Taught by Miss A, E Sullii^an (grade II). Regis - 
tered 46 ; present 42. Arithmetic and writing were good ; composi- 
tion creditable. Drawing and history were also taught. This sdiool 
is doing very sttccessfully. 

St. Anne's— At time of my visit to the settlement no school was 
in operation. 

Indian Harbor— Taught by Miss Cecelia Abbott (grade HI), 
Registered 28 ; present 24. Children are making improvement, but 
as yet very little elementary work is being done. This place is deserv 
ing of a yearly school, if financial condition of Board would permit, 

Bakren Island — I arrived here before the time of opening the 
morning school session. To have held an examination would have 
caused me a delay of at least one week— time which I could not theo 
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afford for the inspection of one school ^ owing to some veiy pressing 
omcial engagements. 

Schools were also in operation, for parts of the year, at Sound Is- 
land, Petite Forte, Isle Valen, and S. E. Bight, statistics of which will 
be found in Table C. 

DISTRICT OF BURIN. 
Population, 2,571 ; Grants (999.92, 

Burin Convent Schools — One of the very best schools within my 
superintendence. The examination passed by the pupils — from the tots 
in first standard to the seniors who were studying subjects of the Inter- 
mediate Grade C.H.E. — reflected the highest credit on both themselves 
and their teachers. 

Burin (boys J — ^On the books 47 ; present 44. First class examin- 
ed as far as compound interest in arithmetic, and parsed and analysed 
as per requirements of sixth standard, Mr. Parsons is a teacher of ex* 
perience, and a faithful worker. 

Fox Covte — Registered 45 ; present 26. Would recommend pen- 
sioning of teacher. While, undoubtedly, the present teacher has done 
much good work in the past, and has given faithful service in the cause 
of education, yet the methods of teaching to-day are somewhat in ad- 
vance of what they were a few years ago, and I think that, as a suit- 
able field for experimenting with modern methods (by some of the more 
recent graduates of our training schools). Fox Cove would be most 
promising, 

Marystown— One of the most largely attended schools, outside of 
the capital J under my supervision. One hundred and nine were in at- 
tendance during year closed. The energies of the teacher (Mr. Baker) 
must undoubtedly be somewhat taxed to give sufficient care and atten- 
tion to each individual child among such a large number. At least 
two teachers are needed in this school. An epidemic of scarlet fever 
somewhat interfered with the school's work during the past year. 

ODERirf — An outbreak of diphtheria necessitated the closing of the 
school and consequently hampered its work.

The teacher has recently been transferred to Frenchman's Cove. 

LiTTLK Bav — In charge of an uncertificated teacher. Average 
quarterly enrolment 36 ; average daily attendance 21. This school is 
now closed, and the teacher has resumed work at Spanish Room. 

RusHOON^Year's results are satisfactory to the Board, Average 
attendance 30 ; total registration for year 56. Taught by Miss Mooney 
(grade III). Teacher recently transferred to St. Joseph's. 
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Little Harbok— Reopened after midsuu^mer vacation by Miss 
Bessie Power (Int* C.H.E.), recently of the Littledale trainiGg school, 

St. Joseph's— Has school advantages every aUeraate year mth 
Rushoon. Reopened after midsummer vacation with Miss Mooney as 
teacher* 

Frknchman's Cove— The increasing number of children made it 
necessary for the Board to open a school here, in September last 
An uncertificated teacher is in charge*

nedy took charge, this school has made much improvement* The 
school-house is too smalt and altogether unsuitable.

j^j^^^.jj_Xtegistered, 45 ; in attendance, 28. This school has ad- 
vanced somewhat during the year. Taught by Miss Mary Greene 
(grade III). 

St* Lawrence (boys) — Attendance has improved, and work gen* 
erally is of au upward tendency* The school-house has been removed 
to the centre of the harbor, its present situation being more convenient 
to the people as a whole. It has also been renovated, and now presents 
a creditable appearance. Mr* James Whelan is the teacher* 

St- Lawrence Convent Schooi, — Classes are preparing for the 
Preliminary and Primary examinations of the Council of Higher Edu- 
cation, A candidate, who entered last year, was successful in obtain- 
^jjg a Preliminary Diploma, The entering for the examinations has 
already created a certain amount of emnlation and interest among the 
pupils, which gives promise of much good* Results generally very 
encouraging* Registered 70 ; present 45, 

Point MAV^Miss V. Strong (grade III) resigned in May last, 
and since then the place has been without a teacher. The rev. chair- 
man informs me that, as soon as the servnce of a teacher can be secur- 
ed, the school will be reopened* 

LoRD^s CovE— School recently reopened, in charge of Miss CoUins. 
The people here appreciate the benefits of school, and deserv^e to have 
one permanently* It gives me much pleasure to report that the Board 
has been able to supply a teacher.

St. Jacques Convent School — An excellent school* First class 
had a good knowledge of Euclid (books I and II). Subjects of sixth 
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standard generally were very praiseworthy, which may also be said of 
those of the other classes. Algebra, French, shorthand, typewriting, 
drawing, and painting, are taught. Some very creditably rendered 
mnsical selections brought the examination to a close. Fifty-three 
were in attendance, out of fifty-eight on the register. 

English Harbor West — Reading and w^riting of third standard 
were worthy of praise. The pupils are not advanced, but general work 
showed many signs 6f progress. Registered, 30 ; present, 20.

St* George's Convent Schooi, — Fifty-five were present in jun- 
ior room^ — twenty-five boys and thirty girls. The answering of the 
children bore evidence of the good teaching they were receiving. As 
a proof of the' highly satisfactory work of the seniors, T need only point 
to the successes of this school in the recent examination of the Council 
of Higher Education — three pupils passed in the Intermediate Grade, 
two of whom were placed in the first division. Two of the teachers 
employed hold certificates of first grade.

Stkphenvale — Enrolled during year 105, There 4s too much 
work for one teacher. An assistant is needed. The fact that 
French is the language of the home, and English the language of the 
school, makes the teacher's work somewhat difficult, and, consequently, 
she deser\^es all the more credit for the results of that work being so 
good. 

Stephhnvalk Crossing — The new school building, mentioned in 
my last report as in course of erection^ has been recently ccmpleted, 
and opened for the purpose intended. Miss Bride Joy, late of the 
Stephenvale school, has been engaged as teacher, and some 30 pupils 
are in attendance. The opening of this school supplies a long felt want, 
and will undoubtedly be productive of much good, not only to the rising 
generation, but to the locality generally.

Benoit's Covk — A private school, under the guidance and direc- 
tion of the parish priest. There are about 50 children attending. The 
bridge at Clarke's BrcK>k having been carried away by a freshet last 
spring, the children find it difficult to cross to the school. On this 
account the attendance has not been so regular lately* 

CoaNER Brook— The people of this place suffered a severe loss last 
winter in the burning of the very fine school -chapel, which had not 
long been completed. The loss is estimated at $1 ,000, I visited the 
place in July, and was quite surprised to find that, in* such a short 
time, a new school -building (40x20) was nearing completion, and 
would be ready for opening in September. This building has also beeal 
built wholly by the people, at the instance of the rev. chairman, un- 
aided by any Government grant. 

Woods IsLAND^There are two groups of families here, to whom 
undoubtedly school advantages should be given. But instead of having 
two poor schools at either end of the island, one good ,school in a central 
situation, and convenient to both sections of the people, would be far 
preferable, and one school would do if about two miles of connecting 
road were built. I feel assured that on the representation of this fact 
to H,M, Government^ the necessary funds will be allocated for the 
building of a road^ such as mentioned, A road would be not only an 
advantage to the school children, but I venture to say a preat conven- 
ience to the public generally. Two teachers, without certificates, held 
school here during part of the year. They did not forward the usual 
school returns.

We beg to submit, for the information of the Government, the sub- 
joined statement of the Teachers* Pension Fundi for the year ended 
December 31st, 1903, showing : 

1. The total amount which should be to the credit of the Fund 
on 31st December, 1903, in accordance with the Education 
Act, 1903. 

2. Withdrawals from the P^nnd during the year, 

3. The amount shown by the Savings* Bank pass-book to be at 
the credit of the Fund on 31st December ^ 1903, as per Edu- 
cation Act, 1903, sections 6 and 63. 

By reference to the Savings' Bank pass-book, it will be found that 
the half-yearly contributions of the teachers, which became legally due 
and payable oitt of their Augmentation Grants on the 30tb June and 
31st December of the year just ended, were not actually deposited to 
the credit of the Fund for some ttme after the legal date. For example, 
the last of the Teachers' contributions, for the half year ended June 
30th. 1903, were not paid into the Savings' Bank until 7th November, 
and the last of the Teachers' contributions, for the half year ended 31st 
December, 1903, were not deposited until late in January, 1904. 
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In order to maintain the integrity of the Fund, as i>er Ediicatfl 
Act, 1903, we have made our calculations as if Teachers* half yearly 
contributions were actually deposited on 30th June and 31st December, 
1903, when same became legally due. 

The withdrawals from the Fund, for the year ended 31st December^ i 
1903, amounted to $2,257.72. Ttie calculations of the interest due i 
the Government to the Fund being somewhat complicated by these 
withdrawals, we have proceeded as in former years, and have : 

(i) Allowed the Fund full interest as if there had beeu no with- j 
drawals, and (2) then deducted from the total calculated to be due to| 
the Fund at the end of the calendar year, not only principal sums with- 
drawn during the year, but also the interest on each sum withdrawn 
from date of withdrawal. 

We have examined vouchers for all withdrawals^ and find same to 
be correct, and we hereby return the same with the Savings* Bank de- 
posit book. 

We find that the Government owes the Teachers' Pension Fund for j 
interest, from January 1st, 1903, to December 31st, 1903, the sum of 
$803.38, payment of which we respectfully recommends

APPENDIX B. 

Education Act, 1903, 

GRANT FOR AUGMENTATION OF SALARI^ TO TEACHERS, 

Skc. 6, — The further sum of thirty thousand nine hundred and 
fort^-two dollars and two cents shall be annually appropriated ' as an 
augmentation grant, and apportioned among the several religious de- 
nominations of the Colony, according to population, to be applied by 
the Governor in Council, and paid semi-anauaily» in the months of June 
and December, subject to the deduction provided for in section relating 
to Teachers' Pension Fund, in augmentation of the salaries of teachers 
who have received certificates of qualification from, or whose qualifica- 
tions are recognized by any Board of Education appointed under this 
Act, according to the following scale, that is to say : 

(a) In the case of teachers holding certificates of qualification grant- 
ed prior to April the first, nineteen hundred and two : thirty- 
two dollars per annum to each teacher holding a third grade ; 
fifty- five dollars per annum to each male, and fifty dollars to 
each female teacher holding a second grade i se vent )r- five dollars 
to each male, and sixty-five dollars to each female holding a 
first grade. 

(^) In case of teachers liolding certificates of qualification granted 
subsequent to April the first, nineteen hundred and two, to 
teachers holding third grade — those who have taught less than 
five years,* twenty-five dollars ; those who have taught from five 
to ten years, thirty-five dollars ; those who have taught over ten 
years, forty- five dollars. To teachers holding second grade : 
males who have taught less than five years, fifty dollars ; from 
five to ten years, sixty dollars ; over ten years, seventy dollars. 
Females who have taught less than five years, forty do]jars ; 
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from five to ten years , fifty dollars ; over ten years, fifty- five dol- 
lars. To teachers holding first grade : males who have taught 
less than five yearsr seventy five dollars : from five to ten years. 
eighty dollars ; over ten years, eighty -five dolUrs. Femafes 
who have taught less than five years, sixty dollars : from five 
to ten years, sixty -five dollars ; over ten years, seventy dollar?, 

(f) In the case of persons holding the degree of A. A. from the 
Connci! of Higher Education, and otherwise conforming to 
schedule E of this Act : males» one hundred dollars ; females, 
eighty dollars. Teachers who have recei%^ed the degree of A, A. 
from the Council of Higher Education shall be eligible to receive 
augmentation giant due thereon, provided that in addition to 
subjects prescribed fur First Grade in schedule E of this Act, 
they shall also pass in one modern or ancient language, aiechan- 
ics, short-hand and elementary science as prescribed by the 
aforesaid Council. 

Provided the proper superintendent shall certify that such teachers 
have satisfactorily conducted public schools, and have complied with aX} 
the requirements of this Act ; provided also, that should the amount 
allocated for each denomination be insufficient to pay all certificated 
teachers the aforesaid sums, the said teachers shall share in the said 
sum proportionally according to grade ; pro\*ided further, that in 
schools in which the average daily attendance does not exceed fifty, 
only one teacher shall receive a share of the annual appropriation here- 
inbefore mentioned ; w^here the average daily attends. nee is ov^er fifty^ 
and less than one hundred, two teachers may share iu this grant, and 
so on for every additional fifty pupils, but in no school shall more that 
six teachers share in the money so appropriated, 

GRANT FOR HIGHER KDUCATION. 

Skc. 4 — The further sum of five thousand eight hundred and fifty- 
one dollars and sixty-two cents shall be annually appropriated for the 
encouragement of Higher Education, and apportioned among the sev- 
eral religious denominations of the Colony, according to poputatian, to 
be expended by the Governor in Council on the recommendation of the 
Superintendents of Education, subject to the exception mentioned In 
section twenty-eight of this Act, in districts other than the district of 
St John's, and in central and populous locaUties in which there has 
been provided an eligible school ^ equipped with suitable apparatus, and 
in which the scale of fees established by the Board shall not be less 
than double the fees payable under seetion forty-six of this Act ; Pro- 
vided, that should the amount accruing to any denomination under this 
section be insufficient to pay the sums originally allocated to schools^l 
duly qualified to participate in this grant, the said schools shall share ' 
in the said amount proportionately. Schools aided by this grant shall 
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be taught by a principal teacber of first grade, Bt\d a certificated assist- 
ant : ard no part of the avocation made to any school lender this sec- 
tion shall be paid nnless the proper superintendent shall certify that at 
least twenty children in it are studying tnbjects prescribed in standards 
IV-VI of schedule G of*this Act, and that other conditions of this sec- 
tion have b€en duly observed. 

APPOINTMENT OP BOARDS OF KDUCATIOCN,^ ^"^^ 

Src. 26. — The Governor in Council shall appoint in each of the 
Roman Catholic districts, five or seven members of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church resident in such district, one of whom shall be the senior 
clergyman of the said church, resident or officiating in such district , to 
form and be a Roman Catholic Board of Education for such district. 
And the said Boards shall manage and expend all moneys heteby ap-* 
propria ted for Roman Catholic general educational purposes in the 
respective districts, subject to the deductions mentioned in sections 
twenty -five, twenty-seven , twenty- nine, and thirty, of this Act, 
In St. John's districts such Boards may consist of nine or more 
members ; in districts where Superior Schools are, or may be 
established under this Act, such Boards may consist of nine members. 
One layman shall retire annually, but shall be eligible for reappoint- 
ment at the end of the next, second, or other succeeding year. The 
members of existing Boards shall retire in order of seniority of appoint- 
ment. 

ANNUAL MEETINGS OF BOARDS. 

. Sec. 38 — The annual meeting of every Board of Education shall be 
held on the first Wednesday in Jnly in each year, or as soon as prac- ^^ \ 

ticable thereafter, when, from the members t hereof 1 a chairman, and, i 

if considered necessary by the Board, a secretary and other officers 
shall he elected by a majority of those present, the accounts stibtnitted 
and audited, and such other business transacted as may then be neces- 
sary ; and the chairman of stich Board shall, as soon thereafter as pos- 
sible, transmit to the proper superintendent correct returns of all schools 
under such Board, together wuth detailed accounts duly audited, ac- 
cording to the forms in schedules A and B of this Act prescribed ; 
and any Board neglecting to transmit such return on or before the first 
day of September in each year, shall, on the representation of the pro- 
per superintendent, whose duty it shall be to make such representation 
within one month from the said date, not receive further payments un- 
til such defaults shall be remedied, unless the Governor in Council 
shall otherwise order. 

S^c. j9^General meetings of the said Boards may be held at any 
time at the instance of the chairman, or on requisition to the chairman 
by any two or more members ; and in case of the chairman refusing 
or neglecting, upon requisition, to call such meetings within three days 
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after such requisUloti being delivered to him or left at his house, then 
such meeting^ may be called by such requisionists. 

AMAl^GAMATED SCHOOLS, 

Sec. 104. — The Governor in Cauacil may from time to time, upon 
the recommeadattoa of the Boards of Edacatftia couceraed, and with 
the coacurreace of the superiotendents of education, authorize the es- 
lishment of amalgamated schools in sparsely populated settlements, 
where a number of children will not wanant the establishment of separ- 
ate schools. In such cases the Boards and superintendents consentiog to 
such arrangement may allot a phjrtiou of the funds accruiug to their 
respective B3ards for the purposes of such schools, and such fuad shall 
be paid to the Board of Education of the denomination having the ma- 
jority of population in such settlement, and such Board of Education 
shall have the management of said school : Provided that should any 
one of such Boards of Education desire at any time to withdraw from 
such an arrangement, it may do so by giving six months' notice, thra 
its chainnan, to the Colonial Secretary, and the funds of the with- 
drawing Board shall from the date of expiry of such notice cease to be 
paid to such managing Board, and shall revert to the Board so with- 
drawing*

This table, embodying all the year' s results of the elementary and superior 
gchools, is made up from school returns furnished by the teachers* There is 
stiil some carelessness apparent in the make up of these returns, and undue de- 
lay in forwarding them to the superintendent. In ray report for 1902 I show- 
ed how this fault could be overcome, and I am glad to report that, in the major- 
ity of cases, my suggestions have been acted upon by the teachers, A little 
closer supervision on the part of the respective chairmen will do away with all 
cause of complaint on this score. 

SCHOOL FURNITURE, MAPS, BLACKBOARDS, ETC, 
Acting on my suggestion, several K ducat ion Boards have gone to consider- 
able expense to improve the equipment of their schools. The total expenditure 
under this heading, for the year ended June 30th j 1903, was $317.33, of 
which Harbor Main Board spent $138.25, Harbor Grace $132.83, and Bona- 
vista South, $37. 56. We are jet very much behind in the matter of aids to 
teaching in the elementary schools. In my report for 1904 I hope to be in a 
position to record some progress made in this direction.

In view of the fact that Harbor Grace diocese has only three places at St. 
Bona venture' 8, and three at St. Bride's Academy, and in order that the ad- 
vantages of these training schools may be availed of to their fullest extent, I 
would impress upon Education Boards the necessity of sending up for indenture 
none but the most desirable candidates — those qualified to pass an entrance ex- 
amination in the subjects of standard YI, and who show an inclination for the 
teaching profession. After one year's training, instead of two as at present, a 
second grade certificate, or possibly a first grade, would be secured, thus doub- 
ling our present opportunities in the training schools.

COUNCIL OF HIGHER EDUCATION.

The influence of this institation upijn the educational life of the colony in- ' 
creases steadily. Its effect has been to infuse into the st^boold a healthy eurn- 
Ution and a wboleAome ambition for advanced standard^} of learning. Prizes 
and scholarships in the several gr^dtj^ offer inducements to devBV boyti and 
^irls of the outports to attend these sebooU more regularly and to remain longer 
at school The teachers are aiimulated to increased effort which muat result 
in proportionate improvement amonj; the pnpib attending school. 

The Councira grant was increased last session by $1,500, of whicli $500 wilt 
be paid to outport teachers accordinj^ to the number of parses secured by them 
in the several grades. I tru^t I may, without egotism, state that this wai done 
at my suggestion, in order to make the vrork: of the Council more effective in 
the outports, as well as to recompense teachers for extra labor in preparing 
caDdidates. 

FINANCIAL. 

I am ;?lad to record substantial increase in Education Grants within the past 
four years, as will be seen from the following memo, furRtctbed by the educa- 
tional department of the Colonial Secretary's office :

Our growing educationul needs demand a still further advanco — a remark 
applying particularly to the ^^Augmentation " payments, see. 6^ Ed. Act, 
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190B. This ppraDt is a valuable factor in doing away with ungraded teachers, 
by holding out substantial inducements to them to obtain grades, and to stadj 
for hii^her grades— thus raising the standard of the teaching profession in the 
eolony. In order to maintain the integrity of such a valuable auxiliary to the 
ordinary per capita allocations to Education Boards, and to prevent any diminu- 
tton of pra^ant supplemental payments to teachers, it will be necessary to in- 
crease the Augmentation grant pari passu with increasing demands upon it. 
With thi^ in view the four superintendents of education recommended that out 
of the increase of $10,000 granted in 1903, the sum of $3,000 should be 
transferred to augmentation account. The remaining $7,000 were divided 
per capiia among Boards exclusive of St. John's and Harbor Grace. I append 
a list of Boards in Harbor Grace Diocese, their population, according to the re- 
<cent eanauM, and the sums paid to them in 1903.

PENSION ACCOUNT, 

Tbe Teachers^ Pension Scheme, which owes its inception to the ability and 
foresight of the Rey. Canon Pilot, D.D,,'D. C*L., the veteran superintendent 
of education in Newfoundland, gives promise of fulfilling the anticipations of ita 
author. The pension account, which will be found in extenao elsewhere in this 
report^ is in excellent standing at the present time. The fund is rapidly in- 
creasingf so that at the end of twenty years, when a redistribution or readjust- 
ment takes place, it aeeius probable that the amount of pension promised ($100 
per annum) may be considerably increased.

MANUAL TRAINING, 
Instruction in the art of weaving, established by Rev. William Veitch at 
Conception Harbor, ahowi* satisfactory reaulta for the year. The work ia now 
carried on as an adjunct of the convent curriculum in one of its schools, instead 
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of in a separate building as heretofore. This arrangement, which places the 
whole attendance of about eighty girls in touch with a valuable feature of man- 
ual training, is bound to have ihe effect of interesting the whole settlement in 
tha art of weaving. \ pupil from the Ccnception Harbor school has been re- 
cently employed by the Uarbor Grace Industrial Society to take charge of two 
looms and a class of learners. IJhe work at the present writing, although in 
the inital stage, promises well. Several pupils are being taught, to whom every 
attention is being given by the teacher. Miss Flynn. The looms cost about 
twenty-five dollars each, and, for the present, the raw material used is wool, 
purchased from local sheep raisers. The success of this industry will be in pro- 
portion to the Goverhment encouragement it receives. I would* suggest that 
the superior schools, at least, be equipped with say one loom each, that a com- 
petent person b^ engaged to give each school a few preparatory lessons and that 
a bonus of say thirty dollars per year be offered to teachers that^would combine 
instruction in weaving with their other school duties. Classes could be assem- 
bled for the purpose on Saturdays, or at night school, especially in the winter 
months. This plan would arouse general interest, without which progress is 
sure to be' slow, and in time lead, possibly, to the establishment of carding 
mills in our larger settlements. 

RHODES' SCHOLARSHIPS. 



The first examinatian for the Rhodes' 
under the following regulations :

1, Candidates must be over 17 years of age and under 22 years on the 1st of 
October in the year of the examination ; they must be British subjects, un- 
married, and have their domicile in the colony for the five years immediately 
preceding the examination, , and have been attendant pupils of one of the 
schools of the colony for the following periods immediately preceding the 
respective examinations : For the 1904 examination, from the 1st of April, 
1904 ; for the 1905 examination, one scholastic year ; for the 1906 ex- 
amination, two scholastic years ; and for each subsequent examination, 
three scholastic years. 

2. Every candidate shall be required to pass a medical test as to physical liealth. 

Z. The headmaster's certificate of character, moral force, etc., shall bear defi- 
nitely on the following qualities in the several candidates : manhood, truth, 
courage, devotion to study, sympathy for the protection of the weak, kind- 
liness, unselfishness, fellowship, leadership, manners, humanity. 

h4. Candidates will be required tO' furnish a statement of their athletic records. 
This statement must be of such a nature as to show fondness of, and some 
degree of excellence in manly outdoor sports, such as cricket, football, and 
the like. It shall be as concise and yet as full as possible, and shall be veri- 
fied by certificates from competent parties. 

5. Every candidate, furnishing certificates satisfactory to the Council, in re- 
gard to athletics, character, etc., and complying with the other regulations, 
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Ahall be funiiahed with a certificate by the CounoU, entitling him to be a 
competitor for the Kb odes' BcbokrAhip ; and of auch competitoi^, the one 
joining tbe highest nutnber of marks In the Hterarj test, ae set forth in 
thtae regulatioDi, ah all be awarded the aoholarehip. 

CONCLUSION. 
A review of the general educational work of Harbor Grace Diocese^ reveals 
a satisfactory measure of progress in acbool work, and a gradual raising of the 
standard of proficiency, I am pleased to notice a dispositioti on tbe part of the 
hisih aohoola and convents to accept mj suggestion with regard to the more gen- 
eral teaching of physical drill and vocal music. In Table A the returns for 
these subjects show the aggregate of the olaases to be 462 as against 364 for 
1902. In this connection I beg to record my appreciation of two excellent 
school songs — ** Tbe Ode to Newfoundland/* composed by His Excellency tbe 
Governor, and **The Flag of Newfoundland," by His Qrace Archbishop How- 
ley. To those of us who know the lasting effect upon the mind, of the songs 
we leam in ebildboodf it will be a labor of love to see to it that^ where poBsible, 
these excellent contributions to our literature will be incorporated into our 
school curriculum to the end— that love of country be inalilled into the hearts 
of the rising generation of the Colony,

VISITATION AND INSPECTION. 



DISTRICT OF HARBOR iMAIN. 



HoLYtiooD, North SIDE— In September, 1902, Misa K^tie Veitch waa 
transferred to Newtown, and her plaue filled by Miss Lizzie Joy, assistant teaeh- 
RF ^c Htilyroiid superior school. M\m Joy^s work wiis very creditable indeed. 
The schi>ol wns clesm, the children neat in dreas, under exoellent discipline, and 
making niilid progresa in the suhjetta taught. Heading by a elass of nine in 
third bmik deserves espeviiil mention- Fourth standard pupils did remarkably 
well at geogr^iphy ; writing; all round showed constant and careful HuperTisbD ; 
catetihism of all clafi^ea e3:t!ellent. Present 42 out of 47 on the roll. 

NlWTOWN — 'In charge, since September, 1902j of Miss Katie Veitch, 2nd 
^rade. Freaent 39 out of 43 enrolled, classified as follows : Standard V, 1 ; 
standard IV. 2 ; standard III, 12 ; standard II, 5 ; standard 1. and primer 
19. Reading of standards IV and V was fltient and distinct, apelliog up to 
85 per cent-^ and definitions of grammar and geoDjraphy wUghtly under ; iiritb- 
mctic to practice was f;iir In standard HI the pupils showed a very intelligent 
knowledge of the lessons readt spelled accurately, and were fairly proficient in 
the elementary rules of arithmetic. A cksa in vocal music and elementary phy- 
fiieal drill had recently been started. Miss Yeitch continues to discharge her 
duties with industry and intelligence. 

IIoLYROfin Stperior HcHOor.^In the junior department, conducted by 
Miss Annie M. 0* Rouake, third grade^ 47 pupils were present out of 52 on the 
roll, classified to secoml standard^ in which there were Ifi pupils. I was glad 
to notice, in the general appearance of the school, the suiart and intelligent 
answeriag of the children^ the evident order and discipline prevailing, that the 
previous high standard esitablished by Miss Joy was fully maintained by her 
successor. In the senior department, under Mr. Dwyer, there was no falling 
off, except in materialj the pupils present being the younger children of previ- 
ous elementary classes, graded up to fill the places of those who had left school. 
Present 2ft out of 21 enrolled, classified in the subjects of primary, preliminary, 
and intermediate grades of the Council of Higher Education. English gram- 
mar, always a strong subject in this school, was fully up to the usual standard, 
thorough work appearing in parsing and analysis. All the other subjects evin- 
ced the usual cares and abiUty which have always distinguished Mr. Dwyer* s 
professional work. 
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' HoLYROOD, North Arm — Tautrht by Mr. Mark P. Dwjer, a frraduate of 
Holjrood superior school^ holding the associate grade, Mr. Dwyer entered 
upon hia duties in September^ 1902 ; my visit occurred in Maj following. The 
register showed 96 names, or practically double the attendance at starting. I 
found in the general condition of the school a very gratifying improvenient. 
The pupik present (66) were properly classified^ under excellent discipline, and 
improving steadily. The answering of standards IV and V (12 pupils) merit- 
ed percentages rangin|r from 78 to SS ; arithmetic ^ f standard V deaerverf es- 
pecial mention. The elementary subjects were receiving careful attention ; 
CJitecbism all round was a good average, copy^ooks were clean, r.iid writing im- 
proving. The teacher had started a football team, which the central school 
professionals found very tough opponent^^ indeed. In view of Mr. Dwyer's 
very promising work, I would recommend that bis salary be substantially in- 
creased. 

Chapels Cove — In the matter of attendance this is one of the most unsatis- 
factory schools under my supervision. Of 83 on the roll at the time of my 
visit in May, only 29 appeared for examination. The teacher, Mr. John Kelly , 
A. A., informed me that the grown buys and girls had already left fur the sum- 
mer, A class of three in fourth standard read with distinct utterance, spelled 
correctly, and answered ne^irly all the questions given in the other subject**. Of 
the remaining pupils, who were all very young, three were in second book, and 
21 in first book, primer and letters. Some copybooks of absent pupils showed 
conaiderable improveujent in writing. 

Harbor Maix Superior School— In the senior department, taught by 
Mr, Nicholas Murray, A. A,, 20 pupils were in attendance. The first cla&i 
was naade up of three candidates for preUminary grade, two for intermediate, 
and five for primary. Heading of intermediate and preliminary candidates was 
careless, spelling, meanings, parsing and analysis, pretty good, alf^ebra, book- 
keeping and arithmetic were up to a fair average. Mensuration was a very 
sati.sfactory subject, and the writing of advanced pupils escellent. In the low- 
er classes average result^^ were shown. The second department, under Mr. 
John Hannon, had an attendance of 16 out of 20 registered, of whom 5 were 
in third book, 10 in second, and one in first. OjganizHtion medium; general 
answering in second and third standard subjects, a fair average. I noticed that 
the plastering had fallen from the ceiling in places, giving; the interior a rather 
unsightly appearance. 

Presentation Conve!*t, Harbor Main — The work of the infant de- 
partment, embracing first and second standards, is enlivened by daily kinder- 
garten exercises, drill, and action songs. These pleasant features do a great 
deal towards keeping up the daily attendance of younger pupils. Forty -three 
children were present for examination, 20 little boys and 23 girls. These were 
being well drilled in elementary reading, spelling, catechism and tables. In 
the senior department, embracing standards III to VI, 31 pupils were present 
out of 49 enrolled. Thorough and careful instruction in the several subjects 
taught was evident in the answering of the pupils. Standard IV was an ex- 
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<;€flleat cIaas and tli6 writing of nearlj all the pupila way all that could be de- 
rtired. Three candidates for preliminary grude made a satisfactory showing in 
nearly every subject. The sinjjjin^ l-Uss f^^ave one «jr two piecea in exuelletic 
tune and tliue. 

Av^>^fDALE — ^Ncarly all the senior pupila were absent at faroiwork. The 
higher standards were jn^t represented by uae or two pupik in each^ clearly 
showing the need of better orgauiiation in the junior department so as to secure 
material to fill up vacaneies made by the absent seniors. My notes of inspec* 
ilon ^ive fair averages for all classes. Geography and grammar of V and VI 
.^tandanld merited 80 per cent. Writing was pn gresaiv^e and, in some cases, 
•excellent. Arithmetic of standard III was the weakest subjeet. The teaoher, 
Mr. John M[>ore, showed, by the answering of his classes, the same steady 
application to his duties aa on prevtoui^ visits. In the junior department 9i 
were enrolled and 42 present. Reading was better than at my last visit. As 
nearly ail the children were rjuite younj^ very little was to be expected from 
them. Since my visit Avondale school has been made a superior doliotd under 
the Educatiun Act, Mr. Patni:k IJannon^ a trained pupil teacher of the as- 
sociate grade^ ia in charge of the aenior department j and Mr. John Moore has 
the manajrement of the mo.st important branch of the school wort, viz. j the 
training of the younger pupils. I look forward to excellent results from the 
change. 

Conception Harbor Superior School — Mr James Walker succeeded 
Mr, \V. J, llillyard in Sept., 1902, with an enrolment of 16, which, includ- 
ing a jrrade of Heven from the junior department, had increased to 35 by the 
time of my visitation in May follnwing. Present fur examination 23, classified 
in standards III, IV, V, and VI, and some additional subjects of preliminary 
and intermediate grades. Crrammar, geography and arithmetic were strong 
subjects ; steady progress appeared in geometry, algebra (to qjuadratics), agri- 
cuUure^ and English literature. The elementary subjects (reading excepted) 
were carefully taught — ^in fact, the general condition of the school was very 
creditable indeed. In the junior department, Miss Maggie Gushue was in 
charge, with an attendance of 36^ out of 53 on the rolL The children, who 
were all very young, and not classified beyond second book, answered very well 
in spelling, tables, and catechism. The teacher seemed industrious and 
attentive. 

Conception Harbor Convent — Whether we regard the large and steady 
attendance, the clasHification and general discipline, the high standard of work 
apparent, there is only one conclusion possible from my eiami nation, viz., that, 
among the best schools of the diocese, the above institution takes a leading 
position. Present 92, out of 118 on the roll, classified in all the standards, 
and in several additional subjects required for the 0, H,E. exams., in primary, 
preliminary, and intermediate grades. I did not find one weak subject in the 
whole list — uniform and steady progress was manifest in all classes. I was par- 
ticularly impreased with the progress made in vocal music. At Easter the 
Convent pupils gave a cantata ( Fairyland )j some choruses from which were 
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mng at my visit. Such excellent part aingirvK by yontig pupils was scarcely to 
be expected. It was a genuine and most agreeable sui prise to me, and a ^rati- 
fjing proof that, in Conception Harbor Con vent , aeethetiea (in whii^h I invlude 
music, drill, manner**, and deportment) run side by eide with intellectual de- 
velopment. Add to these, instructions in weaving^ which h now an adjunct of 
the Convent curriculum (three looms havirsg^ recently been set up in one of the 
class-rooms)^ and we have educational ccmditionri prej^nant with inestiojable ad- 
vantai^TB for the rising gencTationj not only of Conception Flarbor, but of cither 
Bettlements where teachers trained at the Convent may be empiloyed. 

KlTCliNES — Taught by Mr. Edward Costello, second grade- liegistered 
43^ present 30 ; eighteen pupils in fourth, fifth, and sixth standards had left 
school shortly before my visit, some for the fishery, others to engage in farm 
work. The majority of the pupik present were uoder seven years of age. 
Reading of third and second book was fluent and distinct. The^e children 
knew the multiplication table well, and had been thoroughly drilled in religious 
instruction* Discipline was efl'tctive, wriling improving. Mr^ Costello is now 
teaching at Collierg' Ridgej and Miss Philimeiia Corhett is in charfre of Kitch- 
nes school. 

Bacon Cove — In charge of Mr. Patrick Griffin, a capable and industrious 
teacher. Prt-sent 21 out of 39 on the roll ; average for the preceding week 
26 i attendance during the winter had been steady. A claaa of 6 in fourth i^tan- 
dard read distinctly, spelled correctly, parsed eiisy sentences, and answered 
readily questions in the general geography of ihe world. Arithmetic to vulgar 
i'ractions very fair. Fourth standard pupils h^id gone through the catechism, 
and were learning historical catechism, by Fleury, Since taking charge of 
Bacon Cove school, Mr. Griffin has done excellent work. An early and faub- 
st'^ntial increase of salary is recommended. 

COLLlEES^Regsstered 48, present 38. The pupils of Colliers appear to be 
kept at school longer than those ol other parts of the district, a proof that the 
people are making a sacrifice in order to avail of the educational advantages of 
their environment. Ah on previiius visits, 1 found this sciiool in a very satis- 
factory condition. The pupils present were classified to fifth standard ; three 
were studying the subjects of preliminary grade. Percentages range from 80 
to 95 in the higher branches — geography heading the list ; arithmetic was 
marked by inteUigent, rapid, and accurate work ; English compof^ition was 
somewhat below the mark. The lower standards left nothing to be desired in 
the grading and proficiency of those clasj^es, Mr, Parsley has since been trans- 
ferred to Harbor Main, and Colliers school is temporarily in charge of Miss 
Mary B. ^Vhelan (3rd grade), an ex -pupil of Colliers' Ridge school. 

Collier's RirJUTi: — Taught by Mr. Matthew Whelan, a trained pupil 
teacher, holding tlie associate grade- Registered S3 ; present 58 ; classified 
10 sixth standard, with preliminary and intermediate gr<ide subjects additional. 
I was glad to note a large percentage of imptovement, both In the discipline of 
the school and the proficiency of nearly every class. The work shown was of 
a high standard — a remark that applies particularly to parsings analysis and 
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arithmetic of standard V[. Reading of standard III was fluent, thoujrh some- 
what indistinct ; arithmetic, to long divistion^ was fully up to the standard. I 
waa pleased to find that the teach er, while |:iving all needed attention to ad* 
vanced subjects, had not neglected eleijaentary work. A pupil of Mr. Whe- 
Ian' 9 advanced class is now teaching in Collier's school , and giving ev^ery 
■satiHfaction to the Board. 



DISTRICT OF BRIGUS. 



Maggie 



Tltrk's Out — Registered 49 ; present 22 ; itj charge of Miss 
Burke. The teacher Beetned to have her school well in handj and the classes 
(to standard V) to be Join;; very satisfactory work. Fourth and fifth stand- 
ard subjecta had received very careful attention — arithmetic and >^eography of 
Newfoundland heing above the avera^e^ A class of six in second book gave 
excellent promise of rapid pro motion. Arithoietic of thb clasi? deserves especial 
meDtion. The answering of one little ^irl of six years of a^e compared very 
favorably with fourth standard classes in other schonla. Writing all round was 
improving: rapidly. I noticed that the teacher had discarded the use of the 
alate for the introductory lesBons in this liubject^ using lead pencil and paper 
instead^ thus preTeotin^ the only too common fault, so difficult to correct, of 
holding the pen improperly. On the whole, I find Miss Burke's work in the 
school very credit able indeed. 

BfiiGCia (boys) — Preaent 26» out of 39 enrolled. Eighteen pupils of fourth 
and fifth standards were absent The attendance, as i+hown by the rej^ister, 
was very irret^ular. Reading of standard IV was^ with some exceptions, fluent ; 
spelling accurate ; definition of (»rammar and geography^ and arithmetic, to 
preportion, thorouEfh. In elementary subjects the results were as good as could 
be expected from the irregular attendance. Catechism, all round, excellent. 
The old school -building at Bngus has h^en replaced by a splendid new school, 
which is a credit to the Board. There are two flats — the lower is" used for day 
schoolj the upper for Sunday school. Both rooms are large, well-lighted, with 
wainscoLting of narrow pine, plastered ceilings artistically painted. The school- 
room is well-equipped, and affurds every comfort and facility both to teacher 
and pupils- This buiidioL*^ which constitutes a valuable addition to the school 
property of Brigus Board, is the fourth new school built by the Board in four 
years, 

Briqds Convent— Registered 50, preaent 41. The work of the advan- 
ced class, 10 grown girls, was^ with slight exeeptione, up to the usual high 
standard. Two candidates for intermediate grade, five for preliminary, and 
three for primary, made a good all-round examination. The highest marking 
is for spelling — ^^0 per cent. Parsing, analysis, geometry (2 books), algebra, 
were just a little under these figures. Drawing and music (vocal and instru- 
mental) are excellently taught in this institution. It was my privilege to at- 
tend an operetta given by the school. Tne deportment of the pupils, their evi* 
dent talent, and the still more evident training they had received at the hands 
of the cultured nuns, gave me additional evidence of the manner in which the 
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youncf girls of Brip^as are beiog educated at the Convent The year's results 
included two parses in the preliminary ^rade of the Council of Higher Educa- 
tion, and three teachers' grades. With one exception^ all the teachers under 
the Brigua Board are, at the present writing, ex-pupils of the Brigus Convent, 

Burnt Head — Ta tight by Wmn Maggie Byrne, third grade. Several of 
the grown children had already left for the ftumuier, and some others were at' 
Brigus^ preparing for first comiu union. A clas^i of four in third reader were 
middling at reading and poor at spelling ; suniJ^j in lorvg divii^ion, were correctly 
worked by one pupil, the others did not know the multiplication table. The 
athaol was, on the whole, backward. The register was well kept. 

Cupids — -Present 20, Misa Hickej (third grade) is still in charge, and 
doioir very good work, as usual. The grown pupils had already left to go to 
the Labrador, and none but «mall children were present for examination. A 
class of three in fourth standard did well in every subject, reading, especially, 
being accurate and distinct. Easy parsing and delinitiona of geography were 
quite up to the standard, and sums in reduction and bills of parcels were intel- 
ligently and correctly worked. Third standard and lower classes were being 
well taught. Religious instruction had been carefully attended to ] writing 
was improving. I noticed that the school had been recently painted, both out- 
side and inside. 

Emerald VALE^Registered 43, present, 19, All the larger pupils were 
engaged at farm work. The highest class present, standard HI, bad not made 
much progresiH during the year, but standard II gave me every satisfaction, 
having advanced froai the primer to second book since my last visit. Catech- 
ism was the best subject taught. Taking into account the absence of the best 
pupils and the closing of the school from June to October, I concluded that 
the teacher's work during the year was up to a very satisfactory average. The 
school was clean and cheerful as usual. 

Hall's TowN^Taught by Miss Lizzie Flynn. Present 22, out of 3T 
enrolled ; classified to third standard. In reading, spelling, and arithmetic, to 
bills of parcels, this class did very well indeed. Second standard also did well, 
and the smaller children were improving rapidly. Catechism all round was bet- 
ter than I could expect j copybooks were clean, and writing improving. Ex* 
cellent discipline prevailed. In fact the whole examination reflected the high- 
est credit on Miss Flynn' s management of her classes. I noticed with regret 
that ill health would soon compel the teacher to give up work. The new school 
building reflects the highest credit both on the Education Board and the peo- 
ple of Hairs Town, who helped to build it. The site has been excellently 
chosen for the convenience of the pupils attending, and the appoint- 
ments of the school- room niake for health, cheerfulness and comfort. The 
walls are plastered, and a wainseotting of narrow pine runs round the room. 
The windows are so placed that the light falls on the desks from both sides ; 
the ceiling is painted light blue. The surroundings of the pupils are an educa- 
tion in thena selves, everything being bright, fresh, clean and inviting. In the 
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hands of competent teachers, this school will, I feel assured, do a great deal of 
good for the rising generation of Hall's Town. 

North River — Upon thfe resignation of Miss Walker in December, 1902, 
Mitis Alice Breen, second grade, another pupil of Brigus Convent, was appoint- 
ed to the North River school. Registered 67, present 40, classified to stand- 
ards YI. Nearly all the more advanced pupils were absent. In standard TV 
reading and spelling were up to the mark ; grammar and geography very fair. 
Standard III did very well indeed, except in notation in which frequent drill is 
required. Every attention was being paid to the younger pupils ; catechii^m 
all round was quite satislactory ; copybooks were well kept, and writing was in 
general progressive. Miss Brien resigned in September, owing to ill health. 

Bay Roberts — This school is still taught by Miss Ita Burke, a clever 
young lady, who reveals in her work a special aptitude for school organization, 
and method in imparting instruction. Rei^istered 74, pr'^sent 53, classified to 
standard VI. The subject of arithmetic, which I regard as the test feature of 
a school, was one of the strong points — thorough and intelligent results appeared 
Iq all elasse^i. Reading had been utilized, and with great success, to correct 
peculiarities of speech, that of the higher standards showing; not only a complete 
absence of mannerisms, but a considerible. knowled<j;e of the rules of elocution. 
In elementary work equal satisfaction was afforded by the answering of the 
several classes in reading, spelling, tables, and catechism. Writing was impro- 
ving all round, and discipline was effective, as usual. (Vide appendix for C. 
H.E. results). • 

DISTRICT OF HARBOR GRACE. 

Spaniards' Bay — Registered 50, present 40 ; classified to sixth standard. 
Half of those present were in standards IV, V and VI, the remainder in the 
lower standards. Particular attention had evidently been paid to grammar, 
composition, arithmetic, and book-keeping, of the advanced class. Some ex- 
cellent specimens of penmanship were shown. In the lower standard I found 
the usual evidence of conscientious and careful teaching. Mr. Peddle contin- 
ues to discharge his duties with credit to himself and satisfaction to the 
Board. • 

Island Covk — Taught by Mr. Neill McCarthy, third grade. Present 
20, nearly all of whom were boys. Reading of third and fourth standard was 
up to the average ; spelling excellent. A beginning had been made in gram- 
mar and geography. Progress in the latter subject was retarded by the absence 
of a map of the world, which has since been supplied. Taking into account 
the fact that, previous to Mr. McCarthy's appointment, there had been no edu- 
cational advantages within reach of the children, and that nearly all of them 
began at the alphabet, it is a matter for congratulation to find the school so far 
advanced as it is. I consider that, as a reward for conscientious and success- 
ful work, the teacher should receive an early and substantial increase in salary. 
I trust that this suggestion will be accepted by the Board. 

Bryant's Cove — Taught by Miss Mary Stapleton, first grade. Register ^ 
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ed 17 ; fj resent 10, The register showed cunscientious marking. The scliool 
was fairly clean , and the pupils ord<*r]y, and fur the mcst pjirt; improving, A 
class of live pupils in fourth standard made a creditable pass in all aubjects, 
arithmetic to reduction showing thoroughness and satisPa^^tory progress j wrntir)^ 
had very much improved. Misi^ Stapleton is bow in charge of Three Arais' 
sehoolj and, I lyarn^ giving the uttuoist satisfaotion, 

RiVERHEAD Superior School — In the senior department, taught by Mr 
William Guilfoyle, 22 pupilis were present, out of 28 on the roll ; classified in 
fifth and sixth standards. Standard VI read with fluency , eaae^ and expres- 
e^ion. In spelling only one pupil made less than 50 per cent- j history 
had been very intelligeritly taught, and the class had a very intimate 
knowledge of the first twenty propositions of Euclid (book I). In standard V, 
with the exception of arithmetic, equally good all round results appeared. In 
the junior department ^ taupht by Miss Alice Pumphrey, I was glad to note a 
coniinuanee of previous satisfauturj work. Present 24, out of 71 registered, 
classified to standard IV. This class read and n^pelled well, and understood the 
four simple rules of aritbmetic thoroughly* The smaller children were receiv- 
ing every attention evidently. Catechisnj was a very satisfactory subject in- 
deed ; writing showed considerable progress for young children ; discipline 
ex eel I en t» 

Otthrbury — 'Taught by Miss Madeline Cody, second «^rade. Registered 
51; present ^5, Several of the children were ill ; otherwise the attendance 
would have been krger. In standard \^I (four pupils) the following average:* 
wf're made : reading, 85 p.c. ^ spelling and meanings of words, 90 p.c. ; pars- 
ing and analysis, 75 p.c. ; arithmetic, to practice, 70 p.c. ; English history, to 
the end of the Norman line, 68 p.c. A class of eight, recently promoted to 
fifth standEird, gave promise of early improvement in every subject. Reading 
was low^ hut fairly distinct. In the junior classes, with s<jme exceptions^ the 
work was up to a satislactory average. Catechism in all classes had received 
every attention, and some remarkably good specimens of penmanship were 
shown. Some exercises in hoop drill were gone through with spirit and pre- 
cision. Twice a year the children of Otterbury compete for prizen^ given by 
the teacher. Some of these are awarded on aggregate marks gained during- 
the year. This plan promotes a large and steady attendance of pupils. 

Harbor Gkace Academy— Twenty-nine pupils were present for examina- 
tion in the junior department, taught by Mr. Ronald K. Kenned j^ A. A. ; class- 
ification included four standardu. In the highest class (standard V) the fol- 
lowing percentages are noted : reading 78 per cent., spelling 90, grammar 79, 
geography of N. and S. America, and of Newfoundland, 94 p.c. In the jun- 
ior classes, mostly small boys, fair work is shown, except in arithmetic, in which 
frequent drill is indicated, especially in the addition tables ; writing fair, catbe- 
chism the aame. Some of the best pupils were absent on the day of my visit. 
The senior department, taught by Mr. J, T, Lawton, A. A,, had only 11 pu- 
pils present, classified in standard Y. The teacher informed me that 29 grown 
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bt>j9 hftd left achool during the year. The proficiency of the cluss present for 
examination waa tip to the requirementB, and a satisfactory examination 
waa made in spelling, pframmar, geo^fraphy, and arithmetic. Intelli' 
pent and ready answering appeared in Hn^Sish htstMry, and I notitn-d tliai the 
leftch^r was devoting especial attention to English compijsition, letter - 
writing, and huok- keeping;. The Academy shows a Irimentable falUn^r off 
in attendance^ due tu au extraordinury decrease in the Catholic popalatian of 
Harbar Orace. I su^^est to the trusteea the adviaability nf Ijwcrint,^ the 
standard of ^rade, and sendin^j in to the senior ruuuj all pupib down to third 
standard. This anan^ement wuuld enable Mr. Kennedy to devote inore at- 
tention to the very young chddren^ and stipply to the senior room some new and 
taucsb needed material 

Phebkntation Convent— Registered 9fl ; classified in all the standarJ^, 
and in the subjects of preliminary and intermediate f:rades. The record of the 
C. H,E, exama of June U)03 is moat credilal^le t(i the teachers and pupils ^-f' 
the convent. Sin passtss were aecured in preliminary and three in intermediate. 
One bright pupil, Miss Bertie Tt^bin, won an open f<fhijlarship in cumpetitiiin 
with the whole country, and came within two or three pointH of carrying oiF 
an outport scholart^hip. Full C. HE. reaukw will be found in Appendix B. 
My eiaminatiun of the various elaaaes resuitud in the usual hijfh uiarkinj^s for 
most of the subjects tauLrht. Several eiercises in musit;al drill were perKhruied 
by the pupils with spirit* and precision. 

Mosquito— This school is taught by Mias Annie J. Casey, a trained pu- 
pil teacher holding the A A. grade. Miss Casey entered upon her duties in 
September, the former teacher, Miss Frances Kennedy, having resi^rned to nc- 
cept an ap(>mntment at Whitbourne- Refristerod 40 of whom 18 were preseoc 
for eiami nation, classified to fourth standard. The results f^hown in all classes 
were quite satisfactory, indir^tting eonacientioua discharge of duty both on the 
part of Mias Kennedy and her successor, Frou* the ^^eneral tone of the school, 
the discipline and claswidcation of the pupils, I judge that Miss Casey will make 
a very successful teacher. Classes bad just been started in drill and vocal 
w usic. 

Carbon CAR CoNVBNr^ln advanced subjects intelligent and clever jm- 
swering appeared in nearly every case. In the jpiniutr work thorough and 
sound training was evident. In fact, there were nu weak points in the manajre- 
ment of the school. The convent secured one pass in preliminary and one in 
intermediate at the June eiama. The intermediate pupil, Mirfs May Joy, is 
now in charge of Heart's Desire schoi:-!, aiid doins; excellent wi»rk. Five mm- 
didates will sit at tht; ensuing exams of the intermediate and preUminary grades. 
In the infant department, consisting of liirk boys, f^ood progress was making 
in standards I and II, Carbonear convent baa an excellent teacldng i^taff, and, 
with a more regular attendance of pupils, results cannot fsiil to be in every way 
creditable to the institution. My examination closed with a hymn, excellently 
sung by a large ciass. 
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Carbonbar Academy — Mr. Charles Momssey (firat grade) had for ex- 
aminatiOD ati attetidaDce of 25 pupils, 10 of whom were in fifth standard, 7 in 
fourth, and 8 in third. Geography of fifth standard was wea.k ; grammar bet- 
ter ; reading, in general^ a fair average — that of one boy excellent. Average 
work appeared in arithmetic, including practice j propoTtiou, vul^sjar and decimal 
fractions. Third standard was well drilled in elementary subjects ; writing 
Was fair, and catechism up to expectationii. On the whole, results were up to 
a fair average. In the senior department, taught by Mr. Mackey^ the attend- 
ance was not as large as usual, owing to several of the larger pupils having le^'t 
Bchool during the year The pupils present were classified to standard VL 
Reading and writing deserve especial recognition. The more advanced 
subjects had been taught with that thorough n ass and success which result from 
the long experience of the teacher, I had hoped to be in a poi^ition to record 
in my report for 1903 my congratulations to Mr Mackey^ on the receipt from 
the Grovernment of the promised pension. So far it has not been given. No 
doubt the matter will be finalized during the present session of the Legislature— 
Bis dot qui dto daL 

CroCkbe's Covr — Taught by Mis$ Rose McGuire — third grade. Regis- 
tered 29, present 22, classified in five standards. Considerable improvement 
was manifest in most of the subjects taught. Classes in drill and vocal music 
were doing well in these subjects. There was also a class in needlework j copy- 
books showed careful supervision, and the school register was neaty kept. On 
the whole a very creditable examination was made by the pupils. The school 
had been supplied with a new hyl opiate blackboard, and a map of the world. 

Pbrey's Cove— Taught by Miss Bride Lee, Present 21, classified to fifth 
standard. My notes of inspection indicate a general improvement in all classes 
during the year. I found the work of the pupib not nearly an elementary as 
on previous visits, a remark which applies especially to the grammar, geogra- 
phy, and arithmetic of fourth and fifth standards. Writing had also considera- 
bly improved daring the year 

DISTRICT OF TRINITY SOUTH. 

TuEKS Cove — This is 
Carbery (grade III), The 
fourth standard. 

Hearths Desire — Upon the resignation of Miss Sarah Mackey, the school 
was given in charge to Miss Mary Joy, a clever pupil of Carbonear Convent, 
holding second grade. I was unable to visit Heart' a Desire school before Xmas 
vacation, but I am informed that Miss Joy is giving the fullest satisfaction, 

Hope ALL — Miss Mary C. Whelan was appointed to this school some time 
after mj visit to the district. The attendance is 16, classified to 4th standard. 

Whitbourne— Registered 53, present 37 ; classified to fifth standard. 
Very fair results appeared in nearly every subject of this class. Standard IV, 
eight pupils, was a very promising class indeed, and answered well in every 



a half-yearly school, conducted by Miss Hannah 
attendance during the year was 15, classified to 
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e abject except unthmetlc. Id the elemeDtary classes mpld improvement waa 
retarded by the illness of the teacher who bai since pasfied away to the great 
beyond. I noticed that the Whitbourne school had recently been painted and 
the ichiHjl room has been provided with new desks, Miaa Frances Kennedy 
(second grade) is now in charge. 

(^BAPEL Arm — Registered 38, present 25. Reading and spelling of 
itandard V (3) and IV (3) avt^raged 75 per cent., de&niUoDa of grammar, 
geography and antbujetiCf i a eluding simple proportion^ SO per cent. A class 
of 5 in third standard did well in all subjects and the same remark appJies to 
the lecond dasa. The teacher, Miss Bride Mullownej, eontinaes to discharge 
her duties conBcientiously and with sacceas. The scboul needs a good black- 
board. 

Bkllevur — Taught by Miaa Lizzie Ryan» second ^rade. Present 19 ; 
registered 21 ; dassifi cation included fifth standard. Reading of this claas 
waa fluent and easy ; spelling, with alight exceptions, accurate, and arithmetic 
fully up to thi standard. Elementary subjects were receiving careful attention, 
the condition of the school, on the whole^ showing j^ood average work on the 
part of Lhe teacher. Miss Ryan \a now in charge of the Fortune Harbor school, 
and her plact* at Belle vue is filled by Miiis Bride Muliowney, third grade. 

Mint BaooK^ Gambo — Taught by Misa Josie Curran, a trained pupil 
teacher of second ^rade. Registered 38 ; pre^nt 29 ; classified to standard 
Y. Reading of standards IV and V waa fluent and distinct. In parsing and 
analysis of simple sentences, the children answered correctly and with intelli- 
gence. In geography the classes knew the de&nitioos well, and pointed out 
places on the map quite readily. In the elementary subjects fair work appear- 
ed. The distipline and general organization of the school were quite satisfac- 
tory. I have no doubt that Mias Curran will have made considerable improve- 
ment by the time of my next visit. With increased demand for labor at the 
mills, and the arrival of several families from other parts of the Bay, it will be 
necessary to build a new school at Gambo proper. 

DISTRICT OF NORTHERN BAY. 

Shall Point — -Miss Ellen Hinchey — third grade — a pupil of Northern 
Bay superior school, was in charge at the time of my visits with an attendance 
of 26 out of 35 on the roll, classified to standard V, In this class I find care- 
ful reading:, smart spelling, and ready answering in iieography of the world (out- 
lines)* Parsin;r and analysis of easy sentences, and arithmetic to vulgar frac- 
tions, are fully up to the standard. In the fourth and lower standards I notice 
a steady progress from grade to grade. The strong pointof the school is the 
organization of the classes, which is bound to result in early and steady improve- 
ment, I regard Miss Hinchey as a teacher of considerable promise. 

Western Bat — Pending the completion of the splendid new school at 
Western Bay, the classes were assembled daily in the chapel by the teacher, 
Mr. Richard English— second grade. Twenty-nine scholars were present for 
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exam i nation, out of 39 on tlie roll. Very flatisfactoTy answering was had in 
nearlj all the subjects to fifth standard, and the school, as a whole, waa doiog 
well. In coDjpany with the rev. chairman of the Board, I visited the new 
school at Western Bay, which was nearly finished. The bailding is 45 feet 
loQg, 24 feefc wide, and 18 feet on the uprights. The roof is flat, with porch 
in the centre, and a tower 25 feet high. The foundation wall is of stone^ aiac 
feet hi|ih all round. The sanitary armn^^ementij aro on a new and up-to-date 
plan. The interior is divided into a school room and reading room, which can 
he converted into a stage for enters ainm pots, etc. The readin*^ room has a 
separate entrance. The school room, which measures 33 leet by 23; with ceil- 
ing 10 feet, is lit by five Jarge windows. The roof is painted pea green, the 
walla olive green with darker facings. The desks are of California pine, and 
the room is well equipped with maps, globes and blackboards. The architect 
was the rev. chairman^ and the work was all done by local men under a fore- 
man belonging to the settlemenL The whole building with its appointmenta ia 
value for 82,000, including free labor, 

NoRTHBBN Bat — In the junior department, taught by Mis^ Ellen Hogan, 
43 pupils were present, 25 of whom had begun school after midsummer vaca- 
tion. A class of nine of the best pupils had been graded into the senior depart- 
ment. Those present, therefore, were classified in elementary subjects, in which 
I was pleased to note evidence of industry and careful work on the teacher's 
part* Good order prevailed, the register was well kept, and copybooks showed 
careful supervision. To the senior department (present 33)^ taught by Mr 
James Fitiizerald^ belongs the honor and glory of having carried off one of the 
outport scholarships in the intermediate grade at the June exams, of 1903. 
This I regard as the supreme test of the teacher's work, and secures for North- 
ern Bay the position of second among the outport schools in the whole country » 
For this, as well as the highly satisfactory condition of the classes at the time 
of my inspection, Mr. Fitzgerald de.serves to be congratulated. 

Job's Cove — Registered 44, present 36 » classified to sixth reader. One 
pupil in fifth standard, and one in sixth, read pretty well, and spelled correctly. 
Grrammar and geography were somewhat slow in these standards, but mueb 
more satisfactory in standard IV. Arithmetic was well understood to the 
eud of decimal fractions. The condition ol" the schoo^, both as regards organ- 
ization, discipline, and proficiency ^ reaches a very fair average. The teacher, 
Mr, Stephen Colbert j second grade, is no doubt doing his best to improve hia 

DISTRICT OF BAY DE VERDE. 

Bay de Veedb Superioh School^-Iu the junior department, taught by 
Mr. Wm. North, third grade, 45 pupils were present, out of 53 enrolled, clas- 
sified as follows I S in standard IV , S in HI, 9 in II, 15 in I, and 9 in primer 
and letters. Reading and spelling of fourth standard were up to 80 per cent, ; 
arithmetiCj to compound rules, ij^ir ; catechism in this, as well as the more 
elelmentary classes, excellent. Mr. North continues to discharge his duties 
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with energy and iotelHgence. In the senior department (registered 25 ); taught 
by Miss Winnifred AhearD^ one of the most cupuble and aii<;ceaaful teachers in 
the Island, the grade of work ahown waa fully up to the best products of any 
mjhool under my aupervisioD. In the several subjects, embraced within the 
primary, preliminary and iutermediate grades of the Council of Higher Educa- 
tion, an eicellent ex ami nation was made. In the deportment, speech and man- 
ners of the pupik a most agreeable change was manifest. As will be seen from 
ih(^ table ^Mviijg the C.H.E. results for the June examinations of 1903, 
three of Miss Aheflrn*fi pupils passed in primary grade, and four in pre- 
liminary — one candidate in the latter grade secured second plaoe in the coun- 
try for shorthand. I may remark that the exereiaes and home lesson hooks 
shown by Miss Ahearn's pupils were equal, if not superior, both in writing and 
p:enersl style of work, to any in the Diocese. A school concert, given on the 
occasion of the eonaecration of the new church at Bay de Verde^ was a genuine 
and most agreeable surprise to the visitin*^ clergymen, and merited for the 
teacher unqualified praise. Improvements, costing about $800, were ef- 
fected in the school building within the year Two wings were built on, which, 
besides affording more interior space, improved the exterior considerably. It is 
now a superior schofjl in every sense of the word, and an ornament to Bay de 
Verde, 

Rbd Head Cove — The excellent work done by the Bay de Verde Super- 
ior is becoming apparent by the fact that in a very short time thta institution 
will have trained teachers for the outlying places of the district. The teacher 
ai Red Head Cove, Mi*^ Joste Moore, is a case in point This young lady, al- 
though ungraded made a very excellent pass in preliminary grade of the C. H*E., 
mining third grade by a small margin in one or two subjects. Present 33 out 
of 41 on the roll, classified to standard V. Discipline was effective and class- 
ification satisfactory. Very good a^iswering was made in standards IV and V. 
The smaller pupils were doing as well as could be expected. Catechism was 
backward, but writing showed considerable improvement. The school ia shortly 
to be painted and supplied with new desks. 

Geates Cove — The new school at this place is nearly completed. School 
was taught, for a portii:)n of the year, in a house hired by the Board. 

Low Point — A new school is also projected for this place. School was 
taught, during the winter months^ by Mrs. Susannah Hennessy, third grade, 
but, OS no returns have been furnished, I have no data to report upon, 

DISTRICT OF TRINITY WEST, 

Gooseberry Co v B-School was taught at this place for one month of the 
year by Miss Agnes Hyan, third grade. Mr. Wm. Flynn, a leading man of 
the settlement, and an ex -teacher, undertook to keep school during the winter, 
so aa to give the Board time to provide a graded teacher 

Little Heart's Ease — Taught by Miss Sarah Shaw, an ungraded 
teacher. Registered 12 ; present 8. Three pupils in third book made a fair 
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exjiiDi nation in readinp-j spellintf^ and anthmetk to compound addition. Two 
pupils were in second book^ and three in the letters. The teacher seemed in- 
dnstrious and attentive. 

Trinity, North side— This school had been opened for a short time, but 
was not in operation at the time of my visit to the district. 

Trimtt, West SiPE^Tau^^ht by Miss Mary HoskinSj third grade. 
Only three pupils were present on the day of my visit. The average during 
winter was six. One child read Tery well in fourth book, the other two were 
in the letters. 

DISTRICT OF TRINITY NORTH. 

Bagged Hahbor — Pending the completion of a new school, the frame of 
which Had been put up shortly before my viait, the pupils were assembled for 
instruction in the kitchen of a vacant dwelling house. A? tho place was much 
too small and unhealthy for a school -room I sujigested the advisiibility of dos- 
ing it at once. Some time afterwardu the diflBcultj of securing a foreman to 
direct the free labor of the Ragf^ed Harbor men on the new school was over- 
come and the building was completely finished out of hands in 30 days, in 
iFUch a manner aa to reflect the highest credit on the Kducation Board and the 
men of the settlement who g^ive their work ao un^rudjringly* I reserve for my 
nest report, a full description of thij* valuable addition to the school prnperty of 
Trinity North Board. The tea^htir at present in charge is Miss Ma^'gie Hunt, 
third firade. 

Catalina— Three teachers were employed here dunn;>; the year. Miss 
Alice Murfjhy resipned in December^ 1902, and was succeeded by Miss Alice 
Grant who taught until May, when un outbreak of diphtheria compelled the 
clofiinfT or the strbnol. Miss Grant was succeeded by Mr. Ji>6eph Joy (third 
fT:rade) who was in charge at the time of my visit in Ntjvember. Present 14, 
claf^sified to standard IV. This claae read intelligently, spelled smarUy, knew 
the definitiimji of grammar and geo^rraphy well, and wnrked suiua correctly as 
far aa prf^portion. The BUJtiUer drts^Hes did very well in elementary suhjecte. 
The school was cold, uncomfortable} and uninviting ; there waa no dre »nd the 
children were shivering. It ia the intention of the Board to build a new school, 
but the ^rant for Trinity North ia altogether inadenuate to its needs. 

BoKAViSTA — In charge of Miss Maggie Doody^ second grade. Registered 
26 ; present 22, The attendance in winter ia 45. All the advanced pupils 
were absent. The school was, aa usual, clean and comforlable, and the pupils 
present making' steady improvement In all the subjecta of fifth atandard down- 
wards. The teacher J besides giving every attention to the ordinary work of 
she school^ had trained the children in calisthenics and musical drill, an exhi- 
bition of which was given during the winter in one of the public halls of Bona- 
vista. The entertainment by Miiss Doody^s pupils was a revelation to those 
who attended, and merited for her the warmest congratulatione. In view of 
the excellent work done by this school, it ia a pity that the funds at the dia* 
poial of the Board do not permit a substantial increase in the teacher's salary. 
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DISTRICT OF BON A VIST A SOUTH, 

KNraaT*8 Cove — Registered 26, present 13, in charge of Miss Mary Ann 

Aylward (third grade), a former pupil of Kinj^'a Cove superior scliool, iWd- 
iugj spellings geography, aod arithmetic of fourth and fifth atandard were up to 
a satisfactory average^ ^ammar somewhat below. In the etementary classes 
very fuir work appeared. Catechism earefuJly taught in all classes, and writing 
in general improving. The school was provided with a new blaokboard. 

Kino* 8 Cove — The junior department was in charge of Mina Maggie Cos*- 
tello, who, at my suggestion, had been promoted to King's Cove superior 
school, a^ a reward for exceptional and high class results at Keels school. Pre- 
sent 32 out of38 on the roll, classified to third standard. The year a work in- 
cluded the grading of a class of eight pupils into the senior department. I no- 
liced that Miss Costello was working with ber accustomed energy, and that the 
children were being well grounded in elementary aubjects. Arithmetic received 
special attention as appeared from bright and quick answering in tables and the 
elementary rules. I look forward to considerable improvement by the time of 
my next visit. In the senior department a ohange of teachers had taken place 
previous to the midsummer vacation, Mr. Bernard McGrath having reaiji^ned^ 
after putting in n jrood twenty years of successful work, and was succeeded by 
Mr. Michael E. MuUowney, a trained pupil teacher holdint^ the A.A. grade. 
Registered 24, all of whom were present. The subjects taught, including those 
of preliminary grade of the Council ol: Higher Education, evinced attention 
and industry, both on the part of Mr. McGrath and his successor. Of the lat- 
ter' s work I will be in a better position to judge at my next visit. All classes 
were on a good footing, and the general condition of the school gai/e promise of 
early and solid progress in nearly every subject taught. (For C. H.L. results, 
see appendix B). 

BaOAD COVK — Taught by Misa LiKzio Doyle— third grade, I found the 
scbool clean, the children neat in dress and very orderly. Registered 32, pre- 
sent 28, an unusually large attendance for this school. Four pupils were doing 
well in the subjects of standard IV, In third and second classes the only weak 
point was tables, in which more drill was required. On the whole, I was well 
pleased with Miss Doyle's work, the classification, discipline, and proficiency of 
the pupils being a considerable advanced upon premus results, 

KuBLS— Taught by Miss Mary Ducy, third grade. Registered 2i ; pres- 
BDt 21 ] classified to standard VL Reading fluent and distinct ; spelling and 
meanings 90 per cent. ; history, geometry and algebra 34 per cent. ; geography 
78 percent., and grammar somewhat under, owing to weakness in analydng. 
The work of standard V was up to a fair average, a remark which applies to 
fourth standard as well. In the elementary subjects there was room for con- 
siderable improvement. Copy and exercise books were well kept, and the dia- 
cipline of the school was pretty fair. Miss Ducy» who had been teacbiuir only 
a few months, will, I have no doubt, da sacoessful work as .she gnin^ mor^ 
experience. 
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Tickle Cove — Hegistered 1 8 ; preseseDt 17; in charge of Miss Annie 
B, Idulcaby, grade III. Claasificution included fifth standard, in which only 
one papil was preBent. A most satisfactory examination was made by this pu- 
pil in every subject of the standard. The same remark applies to the fourth 
standard^ in which there were five pupils. Arithmetic of this class was con- 
siderably beyond that of fourth standard in many of the schools in the Diocese. 
In third and second standards there were no weak points. At the close of my 
examiuation I was in a position to write the following in the visitors' book : 
^^ My examination of this school reveals the iact thai an excellent year's w rk 
has been done, * ^ Miss Mulcahy has since resigned^ to enter the matrimonial 
state, and the school will remain closed for the winter- 

Openhall — Registered 33 ; present 22 ; classified to fifth standard. All 
clasaea had advanced one standard during the year. There is no falling off in 
the excellent results met with from year to year in this st-honl. The teacher, 
Mr. John Lonji, has established a refjutatinn ibr excellent mcihtidsiif teaching, 
and indefatigable energy in their application. In the work shown ^ whether 
by elementary or advanced classes, the key note is thi (roughness and solid 
proundinp. In the elementary daases, consisting of very young children, I 
found quick and intelligent answeringj and evidoBi impn^veuient all round. I 
was particularly well pleased with the appearance t>f the schofi), which had been 
thoroughly renovated since my last viriit. The interior wai?^ painted li^bt blue 
on the ceilings, with wainacoLting of light fawn and brown fauings — a cnujbina- 
tiou that improved the room wondrously. The exterior tA the buihling was 
painted stone color, with darker shade for ovouldingan etc. Funds for this 
work were obtained by means of a bazaar, got up by the teacher, from which 
the sum of $126 was realized. The balance, remaining after |haihtin;Lr ^nd repair- 
ing the school-building, was devoted to the purchase of a compk^te aet of new 
maps and globes. For such a creditable condition of affairSj Mr. Long deserves 
the warmest commendation. 

Plate Coye — This school is remarkable for an irregular attendnnce which 
keeps ii down to a very elementary standard. The teacher in charge at the 
time of my visit was Mr. John Dooley (ungraded ), Eegistered 39, present 
28, only one of whom had reached fourth standard. This pupil and a class 
of three in third standard made a fair showing in reading, spelling, and arith- 
mettc. The remainder of the children present were mostly in third book and 
primer. Good order was maintained by the teacher, who appeared to be in- 
dustrious and painstaking. A new school is projected for Plate Cove. 

Wester.x Cote — This is the third new school built by the rev. chairman 
of the Board within two years. The site could not have been better chosen, 
both for appearance and for the convenience of the children attending. The 
school room is ceiled on the joists which, besides giving ample air space, is an 
improvement from an architectural point of view- is wel! lighted and very com- 
fortable both for teacher and pupils. Present 22 out of 24 on the roll, in 
charge of Miss Agnes Kyan, third grade, Clarification embraced standards 



I to V. With the exception of one or two weak points, which the teacher 
promised to correct^ the general proficiency of the diij^se-s wns up to my expec- 
iations. The best subject waa catechism^ to which the teacher had evidently 
given particular attention. The people of We&t^rn Cove take evident pride in 
their new school, whit^h, considtring the previous inconvenience to their child 
ren of having to walk two and a half railes to the Plate Cove school, is a verit* 
able boon to them. ' 

Indian Aem — For the greater portion of the year this school was io charge 
of Mr. Mtehael E. MuUowneyj a certificated teacher of A. A. grade. About 
a week previous to my visit he was appoioted to the superior sc-hool at King's 
Cove, and Mihs Annie Joy, third grade, sueceetied hiiu at Indian Arm, Pres- 
ent 15j classified to standard I\^ in which there was a cla&a of five pupils. 
Reading was up to a good average— all the other aulget;ts considerably above 
the aiandard. x\rithmeiic deserves cnpeeial mention, showing thorough and 
systematic teaching in this most important subject. In the elementary classes 
I noticed unmistakable signs of honetrt and intelligent effort on the part of Mr. 
Mullowney. His successor has an excellent start, and doubtless she will avail 
of her opportunities to show great improvement by the time of my next visit to 
Indian Arm, 

Sweet Bay — Taught by Miss Mamie Doyle^ third grade. Ke^'istered 22 j 
present 12. I saw this school under very unfavorable eircum stances. The 
best of the pupils were absent, through illnesSj and tho*e present appeared to 
have just recovered from a severe attack of lagrippe. Two pupds read very 
fairly in fourth book, and worked sums in vulgar fractions correctly. In third 
and second ataudards (one pupil each) readiag and spdling were satisfactory ; 
arithmetic suffered from want of daily drill and mental exercise. The remain- 
der of the pupils were k first book, primer and letters, and appeared to be do- 
ing well. In writing, considerable progress bad been made. Miss Doyle, who 
had been only a short time in churj^e, seemed to be discharging her duties with 
intelligence and considerable success. Sweet Bay has a very pretty school- 
chapel, which the people appreciate very much, 

DISTRICT OF BONAVISTA NOKTH 

Burnt Island — Taught by Miss MagJ;ie Hynes, (ungraded) who had 
been engaged by the 3oard to keep the school in operation during the summer 
months." Registered 22, present 18 j school is well supplied with desks, 
blackboard, etc.j but needs painting. One pupil in fourth book and three in 
third read distinctly, answered nearly all the questions in spellinji, and were 
<jiiite familiar with the map of Newfoundland. Arithmetic was a weak sub- 
ject generally, but catechism was successfully taught. The teacher appeared 
to be working earnestly and making considerable improvement in her pupils. 

Sr. Brendan's — M. Francis Hogan, third grade, continues in charge of 
this achool. On the day of my visit (Sept. 16) 47 pupils were in attendance 
out of 63 enrolled, classified as follows: Four pupila in standard V, 10 in 
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third, Y in second, 10 in first and 16 in primer and letters As the winter 
pupils had not yet come in, those present were, for the most part, very young 
children. In the fifth standard da&s the following percentages were made: 
Keadiof^ and spelling 84, parsing and analysis 82, f:;eueral geography of this 
world 95, arithmetic to practice 7S. In fourth and third standard, with the 
exception of some weakneseeii in arithmetic, an ecjnally Batisfai;tory ahovring 
wafi made. In the elementary classes, evidence of induatry and conscientious 
discharge of duty waa not wanting, in f.ct, the whole Btihool showed a distinct 
advance on the oondi lions obtaining at my previous visit to Sl Brendan's. 

Shalloway Cove — This ia a new school, not yet quite tinished on the in- 
side. There was no school register Present 12, classified to third book, in 
which three pupils read fluently , but without any attempt at the correction of 
mannerisms peculiar to the locaUty. Arithmetic, to compound long division, 
was fully up to the standard ; a class of five in Becond book did very welh 
answering readily questlouB in simple rules and in catechism. On the whole, I 
judged that the teacher, Miss Evelyn Byrne, was doing as well as could be ex- 
pected under the ci renin stances. 

DficK CuVE^MisB Lbzie White, ungraded, was in charge of the school, 
with an attendance of 12, mostly small children. The work Eihowr. by the pu- 
pils was not nearly so elementary as at my previous visit, clearly showing that 
Miss White had made considerable advance on the work of the previous year. 
Classification included standard IV, The children were neatly dressed ^ very 
nrderly, and answered with quickness and intelligence, especially in catechism, 
A blackboard is badly ueeded. i 

DISTEtCT OF FOGO. 

Fooo — I found this school still in charge of an ungraded teacher. Forty- 
one scholars were in attendance out of 71 enrolled. The )argf*r pupils were alJ 
absent, elasaification was indifferent, and the attainments of the pupils meagre. 
The school room was badly in need of a good swoeping, and the absence of any 
attempt at ventilation was a menace to tlie health of the children. Reading 
on the whole was fair, the other subjects, arithmetic especially, were indiffer- 
ently taught. My impressions of the teacher's work were not at all favorable. 
He will he replaced as soon as the Board can secure the services of a compe- 
tent male teacher. 

QuEENSTOWN — Taught by Miss Honorah Dwyer, a young lady of ability 
and inda-itry. Present 25 j classified to sixth reader. The reading of one 
pupil in this standard deserves special mention. In standard tV, good all 
round answering was made in every subject. My notes of inspection give an 
average of SO p. c. The elementary subjects were carefully taught as usual. 
Writing for the most part was elementary hut progressive, and catechism 
excelloTit. Some specimens of plain and fancy needlework, and knitting were 
sbown — -the work of a class of ^irls who appeared to be making very good 
progress indeed. The Board bad recently supplied the school with a map of 
the world. 
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TiLTOS HARBoa Super lott School — The young kdbs in charge of thts 
iiwtitution, Miss Mnuiie Keough^ A, A. of the senior classes, and her sister Miaa 
Elsie Keougb, who *ecured first grade at the 0. H,E. examinalionft of June, 
1903» are iiivinp excellent reftulta for the superior school grant secnred for Til- 
ton Harbor in September, 1002. On the day of my visit 72 pupils were pre- 
sent out of 82 on the till i^ classified up to the work of intermediate grade. My 
examintttion of the several classes was simply a repetition of the excellent re- 
sults found on previous visits to the school. Of course there were some weak 
points here and there, but these are inevitable in a large Bchool, and do not 
detract from the general work ahown by the several classes. In the June ex- 
ami nations, undijr the Ctmncil of Higher Education, 5 candidates entered for 
primary, T for preliminary, and 2 for intermediate. As a result, one girl se- 
cured first grade, one second, and three, third grade, thus aflording the Board 
a supply of teachers fur the other schools in Fogo Islandj and the young girla 
of Tilton Harbor an opportunity of obtsiininLj an excellent education practically 
free of cost. The superior school at Tikon Harbor already takes a high place 
among the superior schools of Harbor Grace diucese, and for this Miss Mamie 
Keough and her assistant are to be congratulated. Detailed results of the 
work done at the examinations of June, 1003, will be found in appendix B. 

Capr Cove — In charge of Mi^ Winnifred Dwyer. This young lady (a 
papil of Tilton Harbor superior school) secured third grade from the C, H.E. 
exams, of June, 1903, and began teaching at (Jape Cove on July 13. At the 
time of ray visit, in September, nineteen pupils were present for eiaminationi 
being the total number enrolled. Eleven very young children were in primer 
and letters^ the remainder classified to standard IV In this clas% and in stan- 
dard III, the pupils answered nearly every question giver.. The work done by 
Miss Dwyer was very promising indeed- The children seemed bright and 
eager to learn, were very orderly, and making rapid progress in elementary 
subjectii. 

Little Fooo Island — A school bad recently been opened^ to accommo- 
date the children dwelUng in this storm-swept region, but want of time, and 
unfavorable weather, prevented me from visiting the island. 

Boyd's Cove and Island Ha hkoh,— School was not taught at these 
places during the year^ the number of children being too small to warrant the 
expenditure. 

DISTRICT OF FORTUNE. 

Fortune HARBoa-^Miss Jfellie Pit zpa trick (third grade) resigned in July 
to enter the matrimonial state, and was succeeded by Miss Hannah Shea^ an 
ungraded teacher, who held this school pending the appointment of a certificat- 
ed teacher At the time of my visit Mias Lizzie Ryan (second grade) was in 
charge with an attendance of 40 out of 76 on the roll As all the grown boys 
and girls were engaged in harvesting the potato crop, the most advanced class 
present was not beyond fourth standard. An average of 75 per cent, was made 
bj this class in reading, spelling, grammar, geography and arithmetic. In 
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seco nd and third stundards e very thing was sat iafacto r y ex c ept ar ith metit;. The 
importance of daily drill in tables and elementary rules was pointed oat to the 
teacher. Copy -books evinced careful an per vision. Catechism, of advanced 
claaa especiallyt was ready and accurate. Tbe children were bright, intelligent 
and under excellent discipline, and the i^euenil condition of the Hchotjl prouiia- 
ing. A new aohool is being built on the chapel side of the harbor so as to ac- 
commodate about 35 or 40 children who attend the present school at great 
inconvenience, having to croaa the harbor in boats. This school will likely be 
ID operation by the time of my next visit. 

Waldron's Covb — Taught by Miss Bridget Lannon, an ungraded teacher. 
Present 22. A clasa of nine in third standard read coTrecfcly, and with distinct 
utterance, spelled correctly, and knew the meaning of all the words in the les- 
son. Arithmetic, to long division, had been intelligently taught, and catechism 
was excellent. In the lecond and lower standards, with the exception of arith- 
metic, considerable improvement was manifest. Writing was progressive, and 
good discipline apparent. The school needs painting on the ontsido, 

DISTRICT OF LITTLE BAY, 

PitLEV's Island— School had been taught here, for some months of the 
year J by Miss Winifred Miller, a clever young lady who has einc© suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a third grade. At the time of my visit to the district, 
Pilley's Island shool was not in operation. Misa Susie Delaney, second grade^ 
wes subsequently appointed, and I learn from the chairman of the Board that 
she has a good attendance, and is giving general satisfaction. 

Little Bay, St. Patrick's — -This is a fishing settlement, containing 
about 60 children of school age. School is taught in a handsome new building, 
opened in November, 1902. The school is commodious, clean, well lighted, 
cheerful and comfortable. The ceiling is high, and the ventilation all that 
could be desired. It will be painted as soon as the limited funds at the disposal 
of the Board will permit. The teacher, Miss Maggie Jones^ had for my in- 
spection (October 15. 1903) an attendance of 28, classified in five standards. 
The grown pupils had not yet come in for the winter months. With the ex- 
ception of arithmetic, which was much more elementary than I expected, and 
catechism, which required more attentioUj the general results of my examina.- 
tion were satisfactory. Miss Jones appeared to be working energetically aud 
not without considerable success, 

LiTTLi Bat, St. Mabt*S — Taught by Miss Mamie Thomey, second 
grade. Registered 36 ; present 21, classified as follows : four in fifth stand- 
ard, two in fourth, three in third, four in second, and six in first. Fifth stand- 
ard pupils read with intelligence and accuracyj s elled correctly, parsed and 
analyzed simple sentences, and pointed out readily places on the map of New- 
foundland. Arithmetic, including vulgar fractions, practice, and bills of par- 
cels, was up to a good average. In third and fourth standards, arithmetio 
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showed aQ absents of dailj driU !□ the simple rules ; catechism all round had 
been more or less neglected, otherwise the school was doing good average work. 

Three Arm;^— ^Tau^^ht by Mitis 3ueie Delaney* second ^mde. Uet^i^tered 
12, all of whom were preyeot for examination. Two pupiJa ia fifth standard 
read inLelligently, spelled ac^curutely, and worked samA in proportion eorreetly. 
The younger pupils were Ai&o good at reading and apelling, aud knew the aim- 
pie rules thorou;^hIy\ With the exception of catechiyua^a weak subject, espe- 
ctalJy in etaodardd four and five^ — the strhool was up to a ealisfactory average. 
Miss Delaney was subaequently transferred to Pilley'a Island, and her place at 
Three Arms filled by Miss Mary Stapieton a certifit^ated teacher of first grade. 

Bajjger Bav — School was taught in this place for a portion of the year by 
an ungraded teacher — Miss Mulloy. As no return a have been furnished T am 
not in a position to make any comment on the work done. 

DISTRICT OF COACH MAN* S COVEL 

Tilt Cove — Mr. James McKenaie, a trained pnpil teacher of third grade, 
ti>ok eharf^e of the school abnut a month previous to my visit. Registered 36, 
present 29, clissified to fifth standard. With the exception of arithmetic, 
which was a somewhat backward subject, a very fair examination was made 
by nearly all the classes. The teacher had his school under efficient discipline, 
and appeared to be working industriously, I will be in a better position to pro- 
nounce upon Mr. McKeoKie's work at my next vi^it to the school. The build- 
ing needed some repairs to the inner wall to stren|;then it aj^ainst the olay and 
rock that at intervals tumble down from the high cliff above the school building. 
Brent' I* Cove — The attendance at this school is dwindtir.K from the same 
causes in operation at Coachman's Cove and Fleur de Lys. The teacher, Miss 
Mary Margaret Noftal^ ungraded^ had only seven pupils present, three of whom 
read very well in fourth book, spelled corieetly, and had made a beginning in 
grammar and geography. The school was clean and comfortable, and had been 
newly painted. The teacher appeared to be industrious and attentive. 

Coach MAN* a Cove— Registered 21, present 17 — mostly very young child- 
ren. The teacher. Miss Katie Trehey, third grade, had been about three 
weeks teaching at Coachman's Cove, having been transferred from Tilt Cove. 
One pupil in sixth reader and one in fifth read very distinctly, spelled correctly, 
and were making a beginning at grammar and geography. In the junior classes 
there had not been much opportunity for Miss Trehey to show decided results, 
but I was convinced from the general classification of the pupils and the tone 
of the school J that an early improvement in all the subjects taught might 
reasonably be expected. Arrangements were on fmt for the removal of nearly 
all the families of Coachman's Cove, Fleur dc Lys, Harbor llijund, and Brent's 
Cove, to Baie Verte, where a mine is working;. The prospects are that a large 
settlement will grow up in this place. Arrangements were in progresa for the 
haildjng of u new school, to be completed during the winter. 

Flkii t DE Lys— 'Thia school is still in charge of Miss Clara Normorej an 
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ungraded leather. Owing to the departure of whole families lor Terrii Nova 
minej the attondante at tbe schoul has dwindled down iu three or four pupik 
I made an attempt to visit the place, but waa ccnjpelled by the elements to re- 
treat, whiet was fortunate, us, had I reached Fleur de Lya, I would huve 
BQifised ihe steutner gding north, and been detained two wteks ia the setUeiuent. 
Canada Harbor — School was taught at this place, for some monthsj by 
Mr. Jostph Brazil. The attetrdance was sixteen pupils, none of whom had 
^ofie beyond third reader. Mr. Eraail was ordered to Fiahot, and uiterwards 
GrandscJiea, where he is at present teaching. 

Cow CHE — Taught by Mr, Edward Lynch, a certificated teacher of second 
grade. The register showed 52, as the higheat enrolment during the year. 
Owing to the prevalence of lagrippe in the settlement, and to the fact that the 
older boys had not yet given up the fishery, the attendance on the day of my 
visit wat) oiily 28, clasitified to fourth standard, Reading, i^pellinj^ and writing 
showed steady improvenjent ; arithmetic of the juniors needed more drill ; 
cateehism waa carefully taught, and the iichool, as a whole, quite up to expec- 
tati(ms. The new SL-hool -building has been removed 1rt>m its former almost 
(in winter) inaccessible pesStion, and placed on the site of the old school. The 
school -room is large, well -lighted, very comfortable, a.jd tully adequate to the 
educational needs of the thriving setllement of Cnnche* 

Grandsoies- — This settlement has about 25 children <if school Kge. Mr. 
j, Brazil, who taught some time at Canada Flarbor, is in chtirge of the school, 
wilh an attendance tjf 23, clasftifif^d to third standard. The people apj^eciat© 
the efforts oi' the Education Board to give them some educEitiL>nHl advantajjes, 
and tlie teaoher is giving every satisfaction. 

GROAie Island — School was in operation at Groais Island during the win- 
ter months, and closed during the summer. The teacher, Mr. Ambrose Dower, 
second grade, had a total enrolment of 29, and an average attendance of 18, 
classified up to standard IV* 

F18HOT — School was taught liere for a portion of the year, but waa not in 
operation when T visited the district. 

Flowers Coye — The school at Flowers Cove was closed in September, 
1902, and has not since been opened. 

DISTKICT OF LABRADOR. 

There are several small settlements along the Labrador side of the Straits of 
Belle Isle, each containing a few '-liviers. " The teacher moves from p!aee to 
place during the summer months, and in winter has his headquarters at Pied- 
noir. During the summer school was taught at West St. Modeste and Pied- 
noir, by Mr Edward Goff, a young man who, though ungraded, by reason of 
his grade having lapsed through absence from the colony, has done such ex:- 
cellent work during his time of teaching in the straits that I heartily recommend 
to the Government the wisdom as well as the justice of having Mr. Goff's cer^ 
tificate renewed and the auppJemental grant paid to him. This could easily be 
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done by an order TroiD the Rt. Hon. Colomiil SeureUry to the E. C. B jard of 
Ezamberd. 

West St. Modbst and PifiDNOia — Tlie annual boHojI return furnished 
by Mr, Gk)ff ahuvfs a total utttinduue ot 26 papiln lur b^*th settlements, with an 
avoraiL^e of 2B, ulmsified to fourth suniiarJ. Thirteen were writinj^ oa copy- 
books and there were eight learnini^ grammar and 21 studying ^^eof^raphy. 

EAaACHOix— No retaroa hare been furnished from thia school Tauf^ht^ 
for a fow months of the year by an unjijraded teiieher^ named Joho Teinphier. 



APPEl^DIX A. 

Letter of the Superintendent to Government, recooi mending further in- 
crease in the Edu<:iiioi] Crants. 

St, John* 9. 20th April, 1903- 

To TH£ Rt. Hon. Ser Robert Bond, K,C, M.G., 

SiK,— We, the Superintendents of EdaeatioOs be^f to forward a consolidation 
of the Acta of Edocatbn for 1895, 1896, 1897, 1898, 1899, 1901, and 1902, 
with certain proposed amendments. 

In regard to the amalgamation of achookin smalt settlements, we are unable, 
at this time, to offer any workable plan, because (1 ) for want of the complete? cen- 
sus we are not able to ascertain the full bearing of the proposed change, (2) 
because the queHion is surrounded with difficLihies for which, at present, we 
see no satisfactory solution* We trmt, however, after fuller ejEamination of the 
queBtiona involved, and consultation with friends favorable to the movement, 
we may, at a later da t*^, he prep d red to submit for consideration of the Govern- 
ment, Bume workable scheme (1) for supplying some settlements with schools 
at present without them, and (2) for the amalgamation of funds of settlements 
in whieh from their denomination ul divisions^ no one denomination is able to 
keep school in continual operation. 

We, therefore, respectfully submit that H. M. Government recommend tn 
the Legislature the appointment of a commission, to review this part of our 
educati(mal needs, with a view of preparing and submitting to the Legrslature, 
at a future date, some plan which may aocomphsh the forenamed object. 

We would further respectfully solicit the action of the Government and Leg- 
islature on the necessity of larger increase to present education grants. Our 
respective denominations apprecjTte the action of the Government in the in- 
crease of $16,125 to educational grants durini^ the past three years, and in the 
further provision of ^1 0,000 voted this year, making a totnl of $26,125. 

But, even these substantial additions are inadequate to cope with our special 
and peculiar difficulties, and to meet the constant and continuing demands for 
more iichoola and mora teachers.

We emphasiae the tact that grants to Boards of Education are made to cov- 
er every contingency in conaection with schookj salaries j and erection and 
equipment of buildings aod up- keep ; and on the ground that Boards expend 
nearly all — in eome cases^ more — in payment of teachers' salaries^ we are inj- 
poTtuned, as though we were able to provide means for new erection b^ equip - 
mentSj and repairs, of the necessity of all of which we are all too sensible. 

We submit then that some additional grant or at least provision be made to 
mfiet these very necessary requirements, and we see no way better, unleas the 
Legislature add more to the increase already referred to, than, on behalf of 
this service, to respectfully suggest to the Government to submit to the Legis- 
lature the issuing of a loan of say MO, 000, in yearly instalments of $10,000 
each for four years. This would at once, and for some time to come, relieve 
Boards of Education of very pressing and instant embarrasaments.
